It is from the head of 
the London Missionary Society in the Chinese 
Empire: 

“‘The Chinese appear willing to pay all 
claims, indeed they would be only too glad to 
have the whole thing treated as a matter of 
sOmany doilars, and bundle all the Euro- 
peans out of the country at their own price, 
It is most marvelous how providential évery- 
thing fitted in to prévent loss of Mfeat the 
riot. As you may have read, there was no 
suspicion of danger till the work of destruc- 
tion commenced, and it wasover in half an 
hour. The whole thing was carefully planned 
beforehand, and the whole band—the active 
rioters did not number over fifty—knew 
exactly whatto do. We have saved noth- 
ing, Just escaped in the clothes in which we 
stood and we were pressed for time ;the baby 
was snatched out of Her bath and carried on 
board the steamer. The Catholic Sisters and 
Father Braum were very severely handled, 
bruise¢d and cut till their robes were literally 
steeped in blood. Itis quite a miracle how 
all of them escaped alive. Hadthe riot been 
delayed ten minutes longer the steamer 
would have left the port, as she wasto start 
atnoon. Inthat case there must have been 
such a massacre as has never taken place in 
China, as murder was evidently intended. 
We have before seen Chinese riots, but I 
never saw Chinese behave in the same man- 
ner before. There was nostanding, shout- 
ing, throwing stones, etc., but as soon as the 
signal was giventhe doors were smashed in 
with pick-axes and the houses fired with 
kerosene. My house is the only one looted, 
and there was no attemptto burn it. Itisa 
thorough wreck, destroyed past repair— 
every door and window wrenched off, the 
floor torn up, plaster knocked down and 
holes made right through the walis. Most 
things were carried off, with rows of man- 
darins and coolies looking on and doing 
nothing. The piano was dragged out on the 
lawn, every piece of woodwork chopped off, 
andthe iron frame left lying on its back 
with halfadozen strings intact.A soldier was 
trying toPeat out music with a stick when I 
visited the ruins. Icannot bear to think of 
what we have lost, somuch that never can 
be replaced and for which money its no 
equivalent, We are down here in Shanghal. I 
do not know how long, as none knows when 
things are to be settled. We have just to wait 
with patience. The riots are so widespread 
and so well organized, andthe Chinese Gov- 
ernment so persistently refuses to punish the 
Officials implicated, thatI see no prospects 
but war sooner or later, and the sooner the 
better. There is not a port on the Yang-tse- 
Kiang that would be safe efor six hours but 


for the gunboats; nor is there a single 
steamer leaving Shanghai secure from 
pirates.’’ 


BEHEADING REBEL LEADERS. 

SHANGHAI, Dec. 19.—Another rebel chief 
named Chosubel has been captured in Man- 
chooria. He had for years been known as the 
leader of a formidable robber band in that 
region, and was noted for his merciless 
treatment of those who fell into his hands. 
He appears to have joined the rebellion in 
the hope of plunder, and was wholly respon- 
sible for the devastation of the country after 
the defeat of the rebels at Chayong. As his 
his name indicates, he is a Mongolian. Itis 
said that the rebel force was largely com- 
posed of Mongolian robbers, inflamed by the 
hope of plundering Pekin. The rebels are 
scattering before the imperial troops, and 
everywhere the severed heads of captured 
rebels may be seen stuck on poles. At Kehol 
every gate of the city has several heads thus 
exposed. Chosubel was sentenced to be cut 
to pieces, and the sentence has doubtless by 
this time Deen carried out. The Pekin-Gov-- 
ernment will, it is reported, call the Viceroy 
at Kehol to account for the hold the rebellion 
was permitted to gain in his province, the 
Viceroy having a force sufficient to have sub- 
dued it by prompt action at the beginning. 

HOSTILE TO THE FAIR. 

From all indications provincial English 
cities will offer very little assistance to ex- 
hibits at the World’s Fair, but for downright 
hostility Liverpool is conspicuous. At a 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce there 
yesterday a letter was received from the Liv- 
@r pool Royal Commission in London asking *« 
that be made a local center for English trade 
in connection with the exhibition. This was 
violently opposed by several members on the 
ground that Liverpool gets little busi- 
ness from Chicago, and that in view 
of the McKinley bill trade threatens to 
stop altog:ther, it was urged simply asa 
waste of time for Liverpool merchants to 
take any partinthe exhibition and run the 
risk of having their patents copied by Amer- 
icanms. After some discussion the Chamber 
declined to take any official notice, and re- 
ferred the entire matter toa general trade 
committee. Commissiqner McCormick thor- 
oughly appreciates the hostility of provincial 
cities: and proposes early next year to yisit 
the principal provincial towns and endeavor 
to — them that all patents will be pro- 
tected.

England’s Future King Will Wed 
in Royal] State. « 


The Queen ‘Names the Time and Place 
of the Ceremony. 


EUROPE’S MONARCHS WILL WITNESS 
THE GREAT EVENT. 


Salisbury’s Plans Not Understood by His 
Followers-Gladstone in Search of 
Rest and Sunshine—The Home Rule 
Programme—Davitt Will Win-—Lon- 
don’s Latest Sensation, the Missing 
Hargrave’s Peers. 


Loxpon, Dec 19.—The weddingof Prince Al- 
bert Victor, the Duke of Clarence, and Prin- 
cess Victoria Mary of Teck will take place on 
the 10th of February, which is the fifty-second 
anniversary of the wedding of the Queen. 
This date was fixed upon at the Queen’s 
special request. The British Silk Society, of 
which the Duchess of Teck is president, has 
begun the manufacture of the wedding dress. 
It is to be of the softest white damask, bro- 
caded in a design of lilies of the valley, roses, 
shambrocks and thistles entwined in the bor- 
der, thus combining symbols of the three 
countries of the Kingdom. The trail shows 
silver lilies and other designs on a silk 
ground. Ordinarily it would take at least 


three months to complete the dress, but the, 


looms have been ordered to be run night 


and day in order to insure its readi- 
ness for the day of the wedding. 
The gift of the Duchess will be a 


bridal vell of the finest Honiton lace, 
the design being thesame as that of the 
dress. The Queen’s betrothal souvenir gift 
is a bracelet with two hearts, set in diamonds 
and rubies. The number of betrothal gifts 
already mounts into the hundreds. The girl 
triends of the bride have sent a magnificent 
set of toilet articles, diamond hair orna- 
ments, etc. 

The announcement that the royal wedding 
isto occur so soon Has set all London ina 
ferment. Whenthe engagement was made 
public some ten days ago, it was stated that 
the great event would take place on March 
10. But the Queen has willed it otherwise, 
and the rest of England. the contracting 
parties as well, must assent. 

ST. GEORGE’S CHAPEL. 

One or two probabilities which approxt- 
mate certainties begin to emerge from the 
mass of suggestions as to the place of the 
wedding. It seems likely thatthe Queen 
willhave her way, and that St. George’s 
Chapel, Windsor, will be chosen as the place. 
Not even the Queen herself was married in 
Westminster Abbey. Windsor is convenient 
for her Majesty who is getting very old, and 
as she dislikes to travel she naturally pre- 
fersit. Onthe other hand it is beginning to 
be recognized that it is expedient that 
the people of England should be interested 
in the marriage of their future King by some 
form of processional pageant; even though 
modest in character. The difficulty was to 
arrange it for the convenience of foreign 
courts, which must also be considered. The 
King and Queen of Denmark will, of course, 
endeavor to be present at the wedding of 
their grandson. The Kaiser will, perhaps, 
not think Tt necessary to visit England so 
soon. The Czar will hardly careto cross the 
seas in view of the agitation which is being 
pursued by England against his policy to- 
wards the Hebrews. But there are two per- 
sonages whom the public would probably 
welcome with effusion. The one is the King 
of Italy and the other one the 
President of the French Republic, if 
either or both of them can be persuaded to 
visit London for a state wedding at West- 
minster Abbey. If, however, the ceremony 
takes place in St. George’s Chapel there will 


be room only for British big wigs and these 


potentates will probably prefer to be repre- 
sented by special envoys. 
FLUNKEY ADULATION. 

The general Outburst of flunkey adulation 
over the royal engagement has been inter- 
preted as showing the readiness of the tax- 
payers to pay another royal grant. It iseven 
stated by the Tory journals that the govern- 
ment intends to ask Parllament for a new 
grant of £15,000 for the Prince and £5,000 for 
his bride, but the Radicals are daring the 
government to reopen this question of royal 
grants. It has been absolutely settled by 
pledges of the government, by the House of 
Commons and by an act of Parliament that no 
more grants should be applied for during the 
present reign. After this final settlement of 
the question the Government will not have 
the impudence totouch the unpopular sub- 
ject of grants again. Under this grant the 
Prince of Wales was made trustee for his 
children. The Duke of Clarence got £10,000 
a@ year at once, and the late Mr. Smith stafed 
distinctly that the Prince of Wales was to 
give his son an additional allowance when he 
married. His merriage has therefore been 
provided for. As the Tecks have been quar- 
tered on the nation for a good many years, 
without benefit to any one but themselves, 
they ought, out of their savings, to buy their 
daughter’s trousseau. 

The marriage will, however, please the 
average Briton, because the Princess May of 
Teck is looked upon as an English Princess, 
This country has had enough of German mar- 
riages. ThePrince of Wales himself recog- 
niged and expressed this feeling when he 
said to his fellow civil servants at a dinner 
the other day: ‘‘Ilam proud to think that he 
marries one born in this country, and edu- 
cated in this country, and who has the teel- 
ings ofan Englishwoman. Itis a marriage 
which gives his parents and every member of 
his family the greatest satisfaction.’ 

- WHERE THE CASH COMES FROM.

Among lawyers who daily throng the court- 
room to the exclusion of almost everybody 
else this case is even more interesting 
in delicate technical points of law than the 
Tichborne trial. In bDulk Of direct testimony 
taken and exhaustive cross examination that 
trial even surpasses the voluminous Beecher 
case. London papers daily devote an entire 
page toa massof seemingly Irrelevant detall, 
the full force of which cannot be understood 
until the ends are gathered together by the 
counsels’ closing speeches, Ithardly seems 
likely now that the case will goto the jury 
before Christmas, unless the Judge deter- 
mines to keep court open in exceptional 
hours. Public opinion has so far resolved iIt- 
self into three factions. First, people 
who believe that Mrs. Osborne did 
not steal the jewels or she would 
never have dared to sue Mrs. Hargreaves for 
slander in saying that she stole; secondly, 
people who feel convinced that Capt. Har- 
greaves and his wife sold their jewels 
through some third party to ratse ready cash 
and then obtained them back from the jew- 
eler on the claim that he had received stolen 
property. 

The principal point against this theory 
is that Capt. Hargreaves wasin Monte Carlo 
when the jewels were sold. Mrs. Hargreaves 
has been for many years a_ typical 
society woman in London, achieving popular 
reputation as an amateur Actress, and nas 
hosts of friends who refuse to believe her 
guilty of conniving at s a spiracy, The 
third theory ts that. ) in- 
volved inan intrigue bi Exvglehbart, oO, 
though a man of abundamt méags, lived over 
a stable near Torquay, on purpose to be near 
her. He and Mrs. Hargreaves were frequently 
atthe races together, and both bet heavily. 
It is alleged by Mrs. Osborne’s friends that 
Mrs. Hargreaves sold her jewels to cover the 
expenses of junketing with Englehart. 

There are two objections to this. The first Is 
that Englehert isan exceedingly rich bache- 
lor, who inheriteda large fortune on the ec- 
centric condition that he remain single. He 
has plenty ef money to pay his own debts and 
Mrs. Hargreave’sdebts also. The second 
objection isthat no testimony has yet been 
offered to contradict Mrs. Hargreave’s state- 
ment that she was in Torquay on the very 
day the jewels were sold in London, nor 
is there any suggestion of a third 
party to whom she might have entrusted such 
important errand. In fact, the strongest 
point against Mrs. Osborne is that she alone of 
five people who Knew the secret drawers 
where the pearls were kept has been proven 
to be in London onthe day the jewels were 
sold. 

Still this curious case has practically just 
begun and Sir Charles Russell, who is coun- 
sel for Mrs. Osborne, is popularly believed to 
have something important up his sieeve. 

THE MAYBRICK CASE. 

Counsel for the Maybrick case were selected 
to-day at Lumley’s office. They are Charles 
Russell, Henry James, Mr. Poignd and Alex 
MacDougal. The PostT-DISPATCH correspond- 
ent saw MacDougal, whosaid: ‘‘The choice 
of counsel is remarkably good. Russell and 
James are well Known and Poland is the 
finest criminal lawyerin England in exam- 
ining archives. I found a valuable prece- 
dent for our course in a case where a verdict 
of guilty was rendered by the Crown and aft- 
erwards tried again in court.

able in times of emergency. : 

The bondholders of the Carl River Naviga- 
tion Trust Co. of Glasgow have appointed a 
factor for the company, in the hope that 
some of their funds may yet be saved. The 
bonds represent a total of £200,000, and 
among the bondholders are fifty charitabie, 
friendly and trade societies, who are credit- 
ors to the extent of £50,000. The position of 
‘the Carl Trust isa serious matter for these 
societies as well as for the other bondholders. 
To add tothe difficulties of the situation the 
Navigation Works, though formally opened 
for traffic, are uncompleted. Some £25,000 is 
needed, and it is impossible to borrow.

The American Legation Threatened 
With Destruction. 


PROMPT ACTION WILL BE TAKEN BY 
THE UNITED STATES. 


A Naval Forceto Be at Once Massed in 
the Harbor of Valparaiso—Egay’s 
Cipher Dispatch Creates Consternation 
at Washington—The American Minis- 
ter In cted to Wire a Supple- 
mental Report of the Latest Outrage. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.~—The SUNDAY Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent secured at a late 
hour §o-night the translation of an important 
ciphef dispatch received at the State De- 
partment from Minister Egan last night. 
It indicates the existence of a most serious 
state of affairs in Santiago and fully confirms 
the ugofiicial report received from Valparaiso 
yesterday. It warrants grave apprehension 
as to fhe outcome of the Chilian episode, The 
transjation of the dispatch is as follows: 

‘*The American Legation is surrounded by 
policg and a mob on account of the refugees 
here, Threats are being made of burning or 
blowing up the legation to get them. A 
United States ship Is at Valparaiso, but many 
miles away from this legation. The refugees 
cannot fly, but must stay at the legation, 
which is besieged.’’ 

This cablegram has created consternation 

in the Navy Department, which was fur- 
nishe@ with a copy by the Secretary of State 
early this morning: Another copy was taken 
tothe White House and submitted to the 
President. A cablegram to Minister Egan 
has been prepared instructing him to report 
at once upon the attitude of the local authori- 
ties and as tothe part which the police are 
playing in the affair. 
‘ It is important to know whether the police 
are spying upon the legation, as heretofore, 
or whether they have Deen detailed to pre- 
vent the mob from carrying out the threats 
described in Minister Egan’s cablegram. It 
is believed at the Navy Department that the 
demonstrations referred to could not be 
made ifthe proper protection was given to 
the American Legation by the Chilian Gov- 
ernment. 

Ifthe situation is as grave as Minister 
Egan appears to think, the Navy Depart- 
ment officials are convinced that only force 
can rescue the refugees now under the pro- 
tection of the American Minister. 

BUT ONE COURSE LEFT. 

At no stage of the proceedings has there 
been so great a probability as now that forci- 
ble action will be taken by this Govern- 
ment. The immediate effect of Minister 
Egan’s cablegram will probably be to cause 
Secretary Blaine to demand a prompt ver- 
dict from the Valparaiso court charged with 
the investigation of the assault upon the 
sailors of the Baltimore. In the event that the 
reply of the Chilian Government is unsatis- 
factory the whole matter will be laid before 
Congress for such actionas may be deemed 
advisable. 

In the meantime the Navy Department will 
take the necessary steps to mass the largest 
possible naval ferce in the harborof Val. 
paraiso. 

Should Minister Egan report any further 
hostile demonstration on the part of the in- 
habitants of Santiago, the President will 
promptly serve an ultimatum upon the 
Chillan government and the Navy Depart- 
ment will prepare with all speed to back 
it up. \ 

FOR ACTIVE SERVICE. 

It was learned to-day that steps have been 
taken to secure the most available ves. 
sels in the merchant marine for pos- 
sible service in Chilian waters. Arrange- 
ments have been made in New York and 


San Francisco to chartes, if necessary, 
from thirty to fifty vesselg,to be used 
as transports and colliers. Prepa- 


rations so far as the reguiar naval ves- 
sels were concerned have been made as com- 
plete as possible the Bureau of Naval Intel- 
ligence, acting under instructions, has pre- 
pared a list of merchant vessels available 
in case war Is declared. An offer from a Ne 
York shipowrer ofa score or more of 8 
vessels to carry coal has met with the thanks 
of the Department and a request that he hold 
his vessels so as to have them ready on 
twenty-four hours’ notice has been made. 

Naval officers are also looking about New 
York for vessels to be used in the torpedo 
service.~ It has been reported by them that 
the most available craft forthis service are 
the fast private yachts of the metropolis. 

It is urged that these yachts can be very 
quickly converted into torpedo boats and 
cruisers, and the belief is expressed that they 
will prove fully as effective as the torpedo 
craft of the Chilian navy. According to naval 
authorities our weakest point now is a lack 
of torpedoes. Orders hurrying up the two 
firms who have contracts to furnish torpe- 
does have recently been issued. The firms 
have replied that they are bending every 
effort to finish the torpedoes as rapidly as 
the contracts call for them.

FOR THE FIRST TIMEHE NOW MAKES 
PUBLIC THE FACTS. 


“They Were Subjected to Inhuman Treat- 
ment and He Felt Sorry for thé Yankee 
Prisoners—Besides "He Had Scme 
Private Grudges of His Own to Séttle 
—Complete Narrajion of How. Crane 
Connived at Their Flight. " 


The confederate sentinel wl o was on duty at 


‘Libby Prisun when the famous escape took 


place, and who connived atthe escape, Was 
W. F. Crane, who ts now living at Cowikee 


‘Post-office, Barbour County, Ala. He has 


been suffering several years from paralysis. 
In a letter which partakes of the character of 
a@ confession and a defense, he says: 

**Iknew they were digging the tunnel a 
week or ten days before the escape and shook 
hands with perhaps a haifa hundred of them 

on the afternoon preceding theescape,. Col. 


Rose with tears in my eyes wrung my hand 


with both of his. He was a splendid man and 


‘I shall never, no never, forget his tremu- 


lous voice as he bade mie ‘good-by, Bill,’ and 
‘may God biess you,’ onthe outside of the 
prison, when I called qut, ‘Good- by, Colonel, 
keep your eyes skinned.’ You may wonder 
why I, a true Confederate soldier should 
connive at the escape of the d——d Yankees, 
as they were then called. Well, my 
motives were varied. In the first place 
Iwas mad because of having to do duty at 
the Libby Prison at all, for I had goneor 
rather been sent tothe hospitalin Richmond 
to get relief from an obstinate attack of rheu- 
matism which I had contracted on the 
Rapidan. You will perhaps remember that 
the winter of 1864 was very cold. 

**Another reason for my conduct »was one 
ofrevenge. Ihadreceived a mortal insult 
from no less a perso nh Maj.-Gen. Wind- 

erat that time commaniant of the Post of 
of Richmond. I was passingup Main street 
one day, and seeing a nice-looking bar-room 
I thought I would goinand geta drink. I 
entered the door, lapproached the counter, 
behind which stood a bold, black-eyed girl. 
I was standing at the counter when I turned 
and saw old Gen. Winder approaching. 

**As he came up he said to me, ‘Get out of 
the way,’ carsing. He raised his foot as ifto 
kick me, buton hearingthe click ofa pistol 
behind meturned and saw the girl with a 
cocked six-shooter in her hand pointing di- 
rectly at Winder. 

***Kick, kick,’ she ejaculated, 
bore you through. 

‘*With that Winder lowered his foot and I 
turned and walked out. The girl knew it Was 
to her interest to protect private soldiers for 
they were her principal customers, and she 
told me afterward thathad Winder kicked 
me she would have killed him in his tracks. 

**Now Icome tothe main reason which in- 
duced me toactasI did. I saw a large. num- 
ber of gentlemen in that vile pen. They were 
gentiemen, indeed, even if they were d—d 
Yankees, They were educated,many of them 
highly so,and many of them were as devoted 
Obristians as | have ever seen in my life and 
then again a number of them were from New 
Jersey, my father’s native State. I saw these 
men subjected to every indignity and cruelty 
which the devilish ingenuity of Dick Turner 
could devise. He even applied 
to the Secretary of War for 
permission to apply corporal punishment 
to the prisoners. Turner, however, found 
other means to punish the prisoners and 
resorted to abuses too indecent to mention. 
He was a villain of the deepest dye, and after 
the war I fully expected to hearthat he had 
been hanged. The weather was cold, very 
cold and the poor prisoners were never 
allowed more than a handful of fire. 

‘Ihave thus given my agency in releasing 
the prisoners from durance vile in Libby 
Prison and my motives for it, and now, after 
that lapse of more than twenty-seven years, 
Iam stillunable to decide whether my con- 
duct was most praiseworthy or blame- 
worthy.’’ 

The history of the escape recalled by 
Cram’s letter ts as follows: 

One of the most famous feats performed 
during the war wasthe tunnel escape from 
Libby Prison on the night of Feb. 9, 1864. The 
terrible reputation of this pri hud been 
spread among the Northern troops, and 
those who were unfortunate enough to be 
captured had the greatest dread of Libby. 
Thomas Rose, Colonel of the Seventy- 
seventh Pennsylvania, was the leader of ‘the 
plot forescape which afterwards achieved 
such fame. ® was taken prisoner at the 
battle of Chickamauga, and after an escape 
and recapture was landed in Libby Prison on 
Oct. 1, 1863. Al the ‘‘Chickamauga prison- 
ers,’’ asthose captured inthat battle were 
called, were placed in a single crowded room, 
and adjoining was what was known as the 
**Gettysburg room.’’ Beyond and outside of 
the prison walls were two adjacent buildings 
distant about seventy feet from the prison, 
close at hand wasa plot of land that was 
often submerged. 

‘*RAT WELL.’’ 

During periods of heavy rains rats from the 
James River often invaded the cailers of 
Libby inswarms. On several occasions Rose 
observed workmen descending from the 
middie ofthe street into a sewer, and con. 
cluded that this sewer must have various 
openings to the canal both to the east and to 

‘the west ofthe prison. Inthecellar, known 
as ‘‘Rat Hell,’’ was a large amount of straw 
covering the floor to & depth ot two feet, an 
this straw afforded shetter fora great colony 
of rats, hence the name. Rose was determined 
to make a strike for liberty, and inspected 
this cellar carefully with this end in view. 
One afternoon he encountered a fellow pris- 
oher, Maj.

One night 
Rose and Hamilton were observed dropping 
into the cellar, a count of those present was 
made, and their absence was discovered. 
The entrance to the cellar was under in- 
spection and was then guarded. Rose and 
Hamilton then saw the necessity of organ. 
izing a jarger party, and about seventy men 
were admitted intothe plot. There was now 
but one plan by which ‘‘Rat Hell’’ could be 
reached, and this wasto cutahole inthe 
kitchen fire-place. 

THE FIRST TUNNEL. 

To reach the cellar by this means necesgsi- 
tated the cutting of a passage inthe form of 
a letter . n i was absolutely 
requisite that a)l traces of the upening shoulda 
be concealed notonly from the guards, but 
also from the hundreds of prisoners not tn 
the plot, who crowded around the kitchen 
stove until dark. Work could only be carried 
on between 10 p.m. andé4a.m. The number 
of those whowere to be engaged in the at- 
tempt gradually dropped off, owtng to fears 
of detection, until but thirteen resolute men 
remained besides Rose and Hamilton. The 
work was systematized by dividing the part 
into squads of five, thus giving eac 
man one night on duty and 
two off, The first plan was to dig down along- 
side the east wail,and under it, then turn 
southward, and make for the large street 
seWer. After infinite labor, the sewer was 
reached, but the water from the adjacent 
canal penetrated into the tunnel, almost

The guards 
searched high and low for them, but by _— 
goou fortune did not strike upon the tunnei, 
There were two courses open to the men, 
either to return and face the music or to re- 
main inthe noisome hole. McDonaid chose 
the first course, pretending that he had fallen 
asleep in an _ out-of-the-way corner of 
the building during roll-call, but Johnson 
remained in the tunnel, being supplied with 
food by his friends ana occasionally creeping 
out at night fora breath of air. Day work in 
the tunnel was now suspended. 

When the opening had been extended 
nearly across the lot some of the party Dbe- 
lieved that they were under the yard that 
was their objective point, and one night Mc- 
Donaid broke through the surface.

A FEARFUL PREDICAMENT. 

In the meantime Johnson was confined to 
his horrible quarters in Rat Hell, He had to 
be constantly on the alert, as guards and 
officers were frequently in the cellar, One 
day he, from his place of concealment, over- 
ueard the officers whispering together and 
examining the straw. It was evident that 
their suspicions were aroused. A desperate 
effort must be made. Rose took McDonald 
with him and worked twenty-four hours 
on a stretch and on the following 
day, Jan. 8, worked from early morning 
until midnight. By midnight he struck and 
passed beyonda post that he knew was in 
the yard, but was nearly spent with fatigue 
and faintfrom lack of air. Inan agony of 
pain hestruck his fists against the gravel 
roof, it gave way and he sawthe sky above 
him, Atthe sameinstant he heard the Cail 
of the sentry, ‘‘Half- past one and all’s well.’’ 
Cautiously pulling himseif out of the hole, he 
watched until the sentry’s back was turned, 
walked into the shadow of the building and 
surveyed Libby carefully from the outside. 
He then re-ent@red thetunnel, crawled back 
to his comrades and announced his success, 
The joy of the captives on hearing that the 
tunnel was finished may well be imagined. 

ESCAPE AT LAST. 

It was now 30’clock inthe morning. Rose 
and Hamilton were in favor of going out at 
once, but were overruled and the escape was 
set for the next night. On the night of Tues- 
day, Feb. 9,864, Col. Rose assembled his 
party, posted himseif at the fireplace and 
waited untilevery man was down. He then 
entered the tunnel first, itollowed by 
Hamilton, and afterwards by the 
entire party. They made ‘their way to 
the yard behind the wall, watched until the 
sentry’s Dack was turned, and by twos and 
threes made their way out. The number of 
men who escaped was 1 Of these fifty-nine 
reached the Union lines, Torty-elglit were re- 
captured and two were drowned. The heroic 
Rose was recaptured when within sight of 
the Union lines and taken back to Libby, but 
was shortly afterwards exchanged. When it 
was learned the next morning that so many 
prisoners had escaped Gen, John H. Winder, 
in charge of the prisoners, declared that the 
guards had been bribed, and they were cen- 
fined in Oastle Thunder.

THE GREAT NORTHAMPTON BANK ROB- 
BERY RECALLED.

The Plucky Heroine’s Life Was a Happy 
One Till the Shadow of a Crime Fell 
Across Her Path—Her Pledge Sacredly 
Kept—The Christmas Greeting That 
Awaits James Dunlap. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 19.—The announce- 
ment that James: Dunlap, one of the seven 


men who robbed the Northampton Bank of 
$1, 200,000,"Is about to be pardoned, has re- 


| vived interest in that extraordinary crime. 


There wefé ‘seven men engaged in the rob- 
bery. Among those were Robert 0. Scott, 
who with Duslap was sentenced to twenty 
years’ imprisonment. - While serving his 


term in prison, Scott “died. Mrs. Mary Scott 
married after his death. She was an inno- 


cent sufferer from ‘Scott’s crime, and clung 
with remarkable constancy to her husband, 
even after his conviction,and devoted years of 
her life tothe work of ameliorating the con- 
dition of his prison life, and alsothat of his 
accomplice, Dunlap. Inthe hope of in- 
fluencing the Massachusetts authorities in 
favor of Dunlap’s pardon Mrs Howland re- 
lated the story of her life. 

She was notified of the arrest of the bur- 
glars by Pinkerton detectives, Feb. 13, 1876, 
on the morning of which day her husband 
had affectionately kissed her good-by, prom- 
ising toreturn home. The arrests were made 
in Philadelphia and the prisoners were 
soon after removed to Northampton, 


and there she visited her husband 
As soon as she coula gain access to the 
prison, 
‘dt was while a pupilofthe Moravian Semi- 
hary, Bethlehem, Pa., she said that she was 
introduced to Robert Scott by a schoolmate. 
He was a handsome, athletic fellow of 
23, eight years older than the girl whose love 
he won. Her parents thought she was too 
youngto marry and refused their consent, 
whereupon the lovers eloped and went to 
New Jersey,where, on May 17, 1873, they were 
married,

A LIFE OF DEVOTION. 

After Scott’s arrest his wife went to North- 
ampton and thrice followed her husband to 
the Massachusetts State Prison. which he 
entered at the age of 2 years. He was a per- 
fect specimen of physical manhood, and pos- 
sessing a sensitive nature. He felt keenly 
the disgrace in which he had plunged him- 
self, He regarded his twenty years’ sentence 
as ractically a life term. He 
grew depressed and melancholy, his health 
broke down under the terrible strain, and 
after only eighteen months’ imprisonment’ 
broke down and died in 1882 
of consumption and a broken 
heart. The faithful woman nursed him 
tenderly during his illness and he died hoid- 
ing her hand. Almost his last words to his 
wife were these: ‘‘Mary, never desert poor 
Jim (Dunlap). Be as a sister to him and 
do as much for him as you have done 
for me. Never cease in your efforts to obtain 
his pardon, for I am the cause of his being 
where he Iis.’’ 

. To this trust the faithful woman proved 
rue. 

Through the persistent efforts of Mrs. 
Scott widespread interest and sympathy 
were aroused in behalf of Dunlap, and man 
prominent citizens of Massachusetts unite 
inthe appeal for Nis pardon. In 1880 Gen. 
Sherman and Jas. KE. Yeatman, President of 
the Merchants’ National Bank of St. Louis, 
signed an earnest appeal for Dunlap’s par- 
don, which Mrs, Scott presented personally 
to GOV. Amés, Mrs. Scott, who fought so 
bravely for many years to tulfill her dying 
husband’s injunction, married John £. 
Rowland a year or so after Scott’s death, and 


‘they lived in St. Lou!s from 1883 to 1887. 


Then they moved to New York anu are now 
living at No. 128 Fifth avenue. Here a 
WORLD reporter visited Mrs, Scott Rowland 
last night. Mrs. Rowland was suffering 
froma severe nerveus headache, and had 
ene in speaking. The strain which had 
lasted for sO many years suddenly giving 
place to the jey of knowing that her efforts 
had been crowned with success, had been 
too much for her. 

A WOMAN’S STORY. 

**T have had to do not a little work to bring 
about this result,’’ the gee ie little woman 
said, ‘‘andeven now don’t feel like being 
too sanguine about thetruth ofthe report that 
Jim is to be pardoned. Ihave had so many 
hard disappointments that it seems too good 
to be true. Ihave beentosee him also once 
every two months and oftener if it was nec- 
essary. ‘Don’t give up the ship as longas 
she gails,’ I always told him, and he 
Says in his kind vy that if 
it hadn’t been for me he would long ago have 
givenin. When ihanksgiving or Christmas 
came around I have alwaystriedto make it 
a little less hard for him than it would other- 
wise have been. You know how 
hard prison fare must seem at 
such times as those. There are one or two 
things I would like to correct. It has been 
stated that Jim was worth $200,000. Now I 
know that to de false, He has some $2,000 of 
back pension, but beyond that I «now 
that he has not a cent in 
the world. James Dunlap was a Union soli- 
dier in the war, and his heartis very feeble, 
that’s one thing thatlam afraid of. When 
he hears the news it is quite possible 
oy wy his heart may vive way. 
I have an idea that some one has been trying 
to deieat my efforts for a pardon. While poor 
Jim was suffering in prison others who 
wanted to have him tmprisoned were enjoy- 
ing their millions of money here in New 
York and when Jim is liberated I think it 

t he may bave something to say to 
these people.’’ 

Then Mrs, Rowland’s gray eyes flashed and 
she tapped the flodr with her foot. Another 
touching incident of the deathbed scene was 
brought out when Mrs. Rowiand looked down 
at her hand and suddenly exclaimed: 

“I bad almost forgotten. This ring was 
given me by Mr. Scott for Jim, to be turned 
over to him the day when he left jail.’’ 

The ring is a finecameo. Mrs. Rowland 
said she had no idea what future arrange- 
ments would be made for Dunlap. He should 
go wherever he preferred,and if he decided to 
oy to New York she wouid see toit 
that he had comfortable quarters at a 
hotel and was set i: in business. He had 
made an invention for manufacturing hats 
which he night sell, she thought. This would 
help to support him. Mrs, Rowland expects 
to go to Buston Tuesday. 


Mrs. Rowland in St. Louis. 


Mrs. John Rowland will be well remem- 
bered in St. Louls. After he husband’s death 
in prison in 1887 she married Rowland and 
came to St. Louis. For about two years she 
lived at Twenty-third and Pine streets and 
in a short time gained 
asa singer Of rare talent. She was heard in 
church choirs and at many public and

The part taken by the bar in the se- 
lection of the judges must be confined in 
fact as well asin theory to that of an ad- 
visory committee. The recommendation 
of its majority, formally expressed, is 
entitled to weight as the opinionof men 
in the best position to judge of the legal 
qualifications of candidates, but the in- 
terest of the people is paramount and the 
right of free final decision must be re- 
served tothem, as the ultimate responsi- 
bility must rest upon them. The com- 
bination of reputable lawyers and citizens 
can select better judges than either one, 
but between the bench chosen wholly by 
the bar and the bench chosen by the whole 
people the preference is with the latter, 
eyen if tainted somewhat by the influences 
of ward politics,

Free Coinage Preferable.

As between the existing law and the pro- 
posed one many conservative thinkers un- 
hesitatingly choose the latter. The law as it 
stands coins the entire American silver 
product, and more too, into paper dollars; 
the proposed one would simply coin the 
native production alone into silver dollars. 
The existing law establishes the false and 
dangerous principle that itis the business of 
the Government to maintain the price of a 
product by compulsory purchase, and thus 
gives logical ground for the Alliance demand 
that the Government shall do the same for 
wheat, corn and cotton. The proposed law 
would impose upon the Government no func- 
tion in the matter except that of coinage, 
which is a legitimate one, Even among the 
most determined opponents of silver coinage 
as aprincipie, therefore, there are many 
who would prefer the carefully guarded free 
coinage ofall American silver to the com- 
pulsory purchase of $4,500,000 ounces per 
month, with Treasury notes, as is prescri 
by the Sherman law.

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NEGRO MURDERERS. 


Slayers of Deputy-Sheriff Caston and 
Sam Morris in Custody. 


HISTORY OF A NOTABLE CASE IN TEXAS 
CRIMINAL ANNALS. 


Two Brothers Fatally Shot in a Family 
Quarrel— Missing With the Firm’s 
Money ~ A Bold Diamond Robbery— 
‘Murderer Benson’s Efforts to Commit 
Suicide—Criminal Calendar. 


PARIS, Tex., Dec. 19.—There are in jail here 
five negroes on the charge of murdering 
Deputy Sheriff W. E. Caston and Mr. Sam 
Morris at Arthur City, on the night of Oct. 5, 
891. 

: The tircumstances of the murder and the 
cold-blooded and heartless manner in which 
it was committed, are fresh in the minds of 
the reading public. The perpetrators of the 
foul deed played their part well, and fora 
time their tracks were covered up, but mur- 
der will out. The officers were diligent and 
determined. Sheriff Gunn has worked in- 
cessantly and without much clue to 
work upon. Atlastone of the negroes im- 
plicated in the horrible affair began to un- 
bosom himself. His conscience smote him 
and he gradually grew more anxious 
to tell his tale. Finally on Wednes- 
day evening last Tom Johnson, a 
partly black negro about 28 or 30 years of age 
was discovered.on the streets of Paris, and 
his presence in the city was reported to Sher- 
tf Gunn, whohad Tomat once summoned 
before him at his office on important bus!- 
ness. Tom came willingly and with but lit- 
tle persuasion he unfoldeda horrible and 


eickenirrg tale. 

On the evening of the killing he (Tom 
Johnson), Jeff Shoals, Tom Beatty and Sam 
Burrell, assembled at Jeff Shoals’ house in 
the Choctaw Nation, a few miles from Kked 
River for the purpose of going to Arthur City. 
It was agreed, he said, to go to Ghio’s 
saloon at Arthur and call for six quarts 
of alcohol and not pay for it, and if the bar- 
keeper made any kick they were to kill him. 
He says after reaching the river they hitched 
their horse west of the railroad and 
then walked over’ the bridge. On 
reaching the saloon they woke 
up the barkeeper, Sam Morris, 
who gotup and opened the door. Beatty, 
Burrel and Shoals wentin, he said, and he 
remained outside, but where he could see 
what transpired inthe saloon. On going in 
the three men who went in each took a 
drink, which accounts for the three 
glasses that were foundon the counter the 
next morning. After getting their drinks 
Shoals called for six quarts of alcohol, which 
Morris drew and set onthe counter. Shoals 
called the attention of the crowd to a 
picture hanging over the bar, and 
while they were looking at it 
Shoals cleared his throat or 
some sort of noise when Morris looked at 
him and he (Shoals) threw up his Winchester 
and fired, the ball striking Morris in the 
face.

. into the river, which was afterwards said to 
be a bottle containing something they could 
not drink. They then went across the river 
and, mounting their horses, rode home. 

Late last night Deputy Marshal Joe McKee 
arrived in the city with Sam Burrell and Tom 
Beatty and lodged themin jail.

LEGISLATION FOR THE BETTERMENT 
OF THE WORKERS. 


A Pleasing Episode in the Convention— 
Basis of Agreement With the Knights 
of Labor Proposed—Boycotts Ordered— 
The Brazil Coal Miners at Starvation 
Point-The Wage-Earners. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 19.—In the session 
ofthe Confederation of Labor this morning 
some discussion having arisen as to the le- 
gality of the election of Vice-President W. A. 
Corney of Pittsburg, he resigned, but was 
immediately re-elected. Delegate Campbell 
(colored) of West Virginia presided. Several 
boycotts were indorsed. Representative 
Harding presented a resolution resolving that 
no affiliated body with the American Federa- 
tion should draw the color line; White of 
New York objected, an the resolution 
was withdrawn. The committee on the 
eight-hour movement sent a majority report. 
It recommended that the Federation 
renew its fealty and pledges tothe eight- 


hour movement, and that some afMmiliated 


body be chosen to make the advance in 1892. 
The minority report was made by Aug. 
Delober of New York Bakers’ Union. It rec- 


ommended that the ten-hour work day be 
indorsed. The majority report was dropped.

A Mob About the Hearse and Carriage— 
Was She Eilled by the Man Who Had 
Been Her Lover in Russia ?—Difterent 

; Theories Advanced by the New York 

: | ; 


New York, Dec. 19.—Moore street in Wil- 
Hamsburg has been the stage of a series of 
unusual scenes during the past four days. 
Police have been hunting for the assassin 
who veiled the windows of Max Boschinsky’s 
home at 85 Moore street while he murdered 
with a Hammeér the absent master’s pretty 
Jewish wife and her child, 


The police think that he was_ present Tues. | 
day mornipg ib Max Boschinsky’s home, not 
by violence. or stealth, but éxpected, dreaded 
or perhaps welcomed bythe pretty young’ 
Jewess whose misguided ssion was des- 
tinea to bring a double murder down upon the 
roof she hac dishonored. The basis of this 
suspicion is that between7 and 8 o’clock 
Tuesday morning Mrs. Boschinsky’s shawl 
and one of her dresses were seen hung across 
the front windows, thus making it quite im- 
me ge for any one to see what was going on 
within, nalled there probably by the hammer 
with which the murderer brained his victims. 
There is one other piece of evidence from the 
lips offthe innocent boy Isaac, who, when he 
ran out gleefully with a penny in bis hand he 
said he had got it of ‘‘The nice gentleman who 
was in there with his mamma.’’

Ifthe man who killed ederika LBoschin- 
sky and her lit'le son was acommon ruffian 
come to take life, to steal what he could and 
to fly from justice, he would not have re- 
mained six hours in the apartment. 

Five months ago Fredrika came to this 
country from a litfle Russian village to rejoin 
her husband, after a separation of two years.

A SIGN OF GUILT. 

There was a dramatic scene at the funeral. 
The services were held in the carriage shed 
on Moore street Two thousand people 
swarmed aboutthe place. When the pall- 
bearers fried to carry the coffins to the 
hearse the crowd was so dense and excited 
that it was impossible to get near the 
vehicle, and shrieking women and walling

had to use their clubs pretty freely in order 
to make room for the pall-bearers. Three 
shabby. coaches were then brought up to 
the shed door and filled with as many of the 
mourners as could crowd into them. 
The cries from the crowd were renewed. 
The hearse and two of the coacbes drove off. 
The horses of the third coach frightened by 
the hubbub around them, refusedto move, 
and stood trembling in every limb. A woman 
with a gray shawl around her head at this 
juncture shrieked: ‘‘See the horses won’t 
move because the murderer is in the coach:’’ 
In an instant there wasa rush by the ex- 
cited crowd for the vehicle, and things began 
to look ugly forthe occupants. The police 
Saw the possibilities of the situation, and | 
charging the mob drove them away from the | 
coach. occupants were Jacob Goldberg, 
Max Teller, David Scharfman, Raphael Block 
and Joseph Kahlein. They were baaly 
frightened and were taken into a near by 
jewelry store. Otner horses were harnessed 
to the coach and after a time the five men re- 
coined the funeral cortege. The body was 
interred in Washington Cemetery.

© ATTORNEY FRANK HICKS WOUNDED. 


While Unloading a Revolver He Shoots 
Himeelf in the Breast. 

Mr. Frank Hicks, a prominent attorney, 
accidentally shot himself in his office in the 
Laciede Building, Fourth and Olive, 
at 12:30 o’clock yesterday. Mr. Hicks 


extracting the loads from a revolver 
when it went err, the ball entering his left 
breast and penetrating the lung, through 
which it passed, and.lodged in the muscles of 
the back. The ball in its passage narrowly 

caped the heart. 
rpboet amonth ago Mr. Hicks and his wife 
drove out to Ferguson to spend 
the evening with r. James Darst, 
afriendof Mr. Hicks. When preparing to 
return Mr. Darst suggested that it was some- 
what late;that Mr. Hicks take his revolver as 
a protection against robbers. The offer was 
accepted but no occasion for the 
of the revolver was resented 
the drive home. 
Hicks decided to 

revolver. Writing a note thanking his friend 
forthe use of the weapon and expressing 
congratulations that no occasion for its use 
haa presented itself, Mr. Hicks proceeded to 
remove the charges from the chambers of the 
revolver before giying it to the office 
boy who was waiting to take it home. 
Three of the cartridges were removed with- 
out difficulty by means of a lead pencil, which 
was inserted into the-barrel of the chamber 
and the charges forced out. As Mr. Hicks in- 
gserted the pencil into the fourth chamber 
the lead exploded, and the muzzle of the re- 
volver being pointed at the attorney he re- 
ceivedthe shot in the breast. He sank tothe 
floor and the office boy, who was the only 
person present in the office at the time be- 
sides Mr. Hicks, ran out and gave the alarm. 
Friends hastened to Mr. Hicks’ assistance 
and Drs. Bernays and Broome were sum- 
moned. 

The bullet was traced and found as stated 
imbedded in the back. The ball was removed 
without much difficulty, and Mr, Hicks was 
taken to the Protestant Hospital on Ejigh- 
teenth street between Wash and Carr, inan’ 
ambulance. The wound was pronounced 
very serious by the doctors, and great fears 
were entertained of hemorrhage. 

A curious incidentin connection with the 
accident was a remark Mr. Hicks mace to the 
doctors on recovering consciousness, His 
friends, in their excitement, had summoned 
over halffa dozen doctors, among whom were 
Drs. Bernays and Broome, who are looked 
upon somewhat askance by the regular pro- 
fession. One of the physicians asked him by 
whom he wished to be treated, and he 
pointed to Drs..broome and Bernays, adding 
with a feeble smile: ‘‘Gentlemen, fdon’t let 
me die on account of the code of ethics.’’ 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter called at the 
hospital at 10 o’clock last night to inquire for 
Mr. Hicks and was seen by Mrs. Hicks, who 
is in atendance on her husband. The 
couple are married but a few months 
an” are Hving at 3336 Chestnuts street. 
‘*‘Mr. Hicks is easier now,’’ said the lady, 

‘‘than he was at6o’clock. The doctors have 
been and fixed him for the night and have 
just left. About 8 o’clocKk Mr. Hicks 
threw up some’ blood and since 
then has been easier. He is in a very 
critical condition. The danger is from hem- 
orrhages. Onthe other hand Mr. Hicks has 
a splendid constitution which may pull him 
through. The doctors say if he gets over to- 
night he will stand a good chance of recover- 4 
ing.

CiTY OF MEXICO, Dec. 19.—The volcano of 
Colima is in a state of violent eruption, 
throwing out tremendous volumes of lava, 
ashes and smoke, while the country for miles 
around isilluminated by the flames which 
burst fromthe craters, of which there are 
two. Ashes are carried a distance of 400 miles 
by strong winds. Last Wednesday the erup. 
tion was particularly violent and was accom- 
panied by shocksof earthquake which caused 
the collapse of a number of houses in the city 
ofOColima. Eartliiquake shocks were also felt 
mt as great adistance as Jalisco and Aca- 
pulco, So serious have the eruptions become 
thatthe Government, belleving that towns 
and villages tn the vicinity are tn danger, has 
ordered the residents to abandon thetr places 
of residence and move to places where their 
safety will be more fully assured. 

The voicano of Colima consists of two well 
shaped cones, one of which ts called Volcano 
de Nieve or snow volcano, which is not act- 
ive. The chief volcano its the Volcano de 
Fuego, or fire volcano. It is one of the series 

f six volcanoes of Mexico which were formed 

Saal almost straight lines across the continent 
trom the Gulf of Mexicotothe Pacific Ocean 
above a communicating volcanic rent in the 
crest of the earth, commencing east from the 
volcano of Orizaba, followed by Iztaccehault | 
Popocatepetl, the volcano of Tuluac, the 
newly formed Jorullo and ending with the 
volcano of Colima near the littéralof the Pa- 
cific. The altitude of the Volcano de Nieve is | 
14,118 feet. The Volcano de Fuego, which ig | 
more active, has an elevation of 12,533 feet 
and is one and three-quarters miiles distant 

fromthe sceneof the other. Jn 1889 there | 
formed suddenly about eight hundred feet 
below the principal crater a new parasitic 
second crater which, since that time, like 
the upper one, has been in full activity. 
FORMER ERUPTIONS, . 

The first destructive eruption of Colima of 
which there Is record, took place in 1611, con- 
tinuing with more or less force until 1618, 
Ashes and azoria were thrown out a distance 
of 100 miles in circumference, destroying 
houses and churches in Guadalajara, Zapot- 
lan and other towns. For the 180 succeeding 
years no eruptions attended by serious con- 
sequences occurred, but in 174% the restless, 
surging abyss of molten fire again ourst 
forth, doing great damage tothe surround. 
ing country. 

In 1759 the new volcano of Jorullo rose up 
suddenly from a plain in the State of Michoa.

KANSAS CITY, Mo.,. Dec. 19.—J. W.-Ken- 
nedy, a youth of slight build, is astonishing 
Kansas Cityans with feats that are a sur- 
prise to the observer and an enigma to 
physicians.

Homes by the Mexican Government—

CrTyY OF MEXICO, Dec: 19.—The volcano of 
Colima ts in a state of violent eruption, 
throwing out tremendous volumes of lava, 
ashesand smoke, while the country for mifles 
around isilluminated by the flames which 
burst fromthe craters, of which there are 
two. Ashes are carried a distance of 400 miles 
by strong winds. Last Wednesday the erup-

A FATHER’S TROUBLES 


Rev. Giles K. Dawson Suffers From the 
Misdeeds of His Son. 

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., Dec. 19.—Rev. Giles 
K. Dawson of this city, but recently pastor 
of the First Street Mj E. Church, South, of 
Huntington, bas been silenced and excom- 
municated for alleged falsehood and immor- 
ality. 

Dawson’s ease is a most peculiar one, and 
the facts attached to the charge make up one 
of the most sensational stories ever known 
in the annals of church trials. 

Last summer Dawson, who is a one-armed 
ex-soldier, an able preacher and a very 
bright man, took charge of the churéh above 


mentioned. His work was highly praised on 
all sides. He built up a strong congregation 
from a nucleus of ye | unpromising appear- 
ance and was really, it is said, doing a great 
deal of good. Jenalousies and bickerin 
arose from some cause and all sorts of taik 
about the pastor was circulated, ending in 
certain members bringing serious charges 
against him. He was charged with havin 
been arrested for some crime in Wes 
Virginia, and with having been arrested 
for siander. Charges of misappropriating 
church funds, falsehood, etc., were also 
made. To the serious allegations Rev. Daw- 
son made the strange plea that they arose 
from mistaken identity. He alleged that 
there was another G. K. Dawson, aisoa one- 
armed man, who greatiy resembied him, and 
that this person was the man who had com- 
mitted the alleged outrages against . 

Dawson’s plea, apparently with 
great reluctance, was considered by the com- 
mittee a highly colored story without the 
slightest foundation, andthe Quarterly OCon- 
ference summarily dismissed him. 

In September Dawson appealed to the Gen- 
eral Conference then in session in this city. 
A committee was appointed to review the 
case and the facts given below were brought 


ut. 

One of the allegations against Dawson was 
that he had been arrested in West Virginia. 
It developed that a G. K. Dawson, a one- 
armed man, had been arrested at Yellow 
Creek, in this State, several years before for 
forgery. He was tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to a term in the penitentiary and 
served histerm. But this G. K. Dawson, al- 
though a one-armed man and greatly re- 
sembiing the preacher, was not the Rey, 
Giles K., Dit George K. Dawson. The given 
name of neither Giles or George seems to 
have been thought of in distinguishing the 
preacher from the ex-convict, and the result 
was as might have been expected. One-half, 
iinot a great majority of the people cog- 
nizant of the affair had never heard of more 
than one G. K. Dawson, and that was the 
preacher. 
Giles was saddled with the doings of Convict 
George. 

Some time later Rev. G. EK. Dawscen settled 
in Cedarville, O., opposite this city. He took 
charge of a church at that place and was 
doing well when he got intotrouble. He was 
arrested on a charge of having slandered and 
libeled a young woman of COecedarviile 
nated Rute. There was a great 
of excitement, and not a few rash 
threats against the preacher, all of 
which grew out of letters written by Rev. 
Giles to a son who lived at another piace In 
Ohio. The son, it appears, had struck up an 
acquaintance with Miss Rute, and his father 
wrote him several letters in which he ad- 
vised him to stop corresponding with the 
young woman. The ungrateful scamp - 
matied the letters tothe young woman - 
adding, it is said, statements untb ot 
by his father. It was upon these letters Hist ' 
the charge was brought. The Grané- at 
however, didn’t think them of an indicta 
nature, but public opinion, ignorant of the 
facts, made a further stay in that locality un- 


desirable and the reverend gentleman ieft. t 


The Conference Commilttee found that the 
above was true, and further, that the man 
who sent the letters back tothe woman was 
an ex-convict, George kh. Dawson, and they 
further cleared up the mystery surrounding 
the ex-convict and the preacher by finding 
thatthe ex-convict, Geo. K. Davwson, and 
the one-armed man wasasonof the Ker. G. 
K., who undoubtedly had condoned his son’s 
offenses against society and himself and haa 
tried to do a father’s duty by a wayward son. 
It was a most peculiar condition of things, in 
fact so strange that just such another was 
not known toany of the committee. 

After uniaveling these mysteries and ex- 


| plaining away all alleged misdoings in so far 


as their more im portant cases were concerned, 
the General Conference set the decision of the 
lower court aside and remanded the case to 
the Quarterly Conference for re-trial. 

The case came up Menday night before the 
Quarterly Conference at Huntington, when 
the above facts were explained, but the rup- 
ture among the members was too great and 
the opposition so strong that after a stormy 
session the majority decided to sacrifice the 
preacher whether right or wrong.

FAMINE STRICKEN. 


The People of the Mexican Provinces 
Driven to Desperation. 


THE INTERSTATE DUTIES ON CORN TO 
BE ABATED FOE A TIME. 


Sad Condition of the Peasantry—No Hope 
of Relief Except in Importations From 
the United States—A Suicidal Mania 
Epidemic—The Columbian Exposition 
in Madrid—A Curtous Pest. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Mexico, Dec. 19.—The suf- 
fering among the people on account of the 
drought in the States of Durango, Chihua- 
bua, Coahuila and Nueva Leon has greatly 
increased during the past severaldays. A 
report has reached here of riots in several of 
the famine-stricken districts. At the city of 
Chihuahua ajmobd of starving peons attacked 
the warehouse of Jose Baterio, a wealthy 
grain speculator, and literally razed the 
building to the ground, securing several hun- 
dred bushels of curn which had been stored to 
aw, .t higher prices: The police attempted 
to Cisperse the starving horde, but were un- 
successful, as the attacking party were made 
desperate by hunger. There is a great short- 
age in the grain crop throughout 
the Republic, and it is the general 
opinion that the suffering will be 
much greater than at present be- 
fore next searon’s crops are harvested. In 
the State of Nueva Leon there was enough 
grain raised for immediate consumptiaen, 
but it is controlled by mid@jemen and specu- 
lators, who advanced money on the crops be- 
fore they were harvested. It ts this class of 
people that are forcing up prices te the 
highest possible notch in all parts Of the fre- 
public. The only action taken by the gov- 
ernment toward relieving the great distress 
existing among the poorer classes is the pas- 
Sage Ofa law removing temporarily the in- 
terstate duty on grain ina fewof the north- 
ern states. President Diaz has also issued a

These associations were all well-to-do, 
owning their engines,there were four,houses 
and paraphernalia and other valuable prop- 
erty—particularly the cemeteries of the city. 
The city bas purchased all the flreap tus, 
horses, etc., from them, and will ve to 
pay several hundred thousand Gollars for it, 
so that the association, which is no longer an 
active one, will have an overflowing treas- 
ury. The money will not be divided, as in 
Philadelphia and other cities when the vol- 
unteer system went out, but will form the 
nucleus of a charity or nsion fund for the 
relief of the orphans and widows, while the 
association will be kept alive asa social or- 
ganization.

Fort Vicroric, South Africa, Oct. 5.— 
To the young Englishman fond of shoot-

Accompanied and 
guided by some good Dutch hunter, such as 
Hans Lee, he will see, flume and probably 
kill almost every African wild animal with 
the exception of the elephant, buffalo and. 
rhinoceros. There also may be obtained 
without difficulty, if one igs not daunted by 
the remoteness of the districts near the Zam- 
besi, by the real rough life incident to the 
abserice of wagons and of all beasts of bur- 
den owing to the existence of the 
Tsetse fly, or by hard walking 
exercise under the heat of atropical sun. 
But in the vast territory I have defined 
above, every species of comfort may without 
difficulty surround and cheer the hunter. 
Then the game numbers such va- 
riety, such size, sach beauty. Nothing 
more wildly lovely can be imagined 
than the sight of-a herd of rean antelape, of 
hartebeest, quagga, xalloping through the 
forest; nothing more wildly exciting thanthe 
pursuit ofsuch a herd. fighting the game 
through the trees, sometimes obtaining a 
fair standing shot within moderate range, 
then mounting your horse, loading as you 
galiop along with the spurs rammed well 
home, leaving him to pick his way as best he | 
can among trees, branches, roots, rocks, 
stones and holes, coming again within one 
hundred or one hundred and fifty yards, bot 
dismounting but almost flinging yourself off 
your horse and firing both barrels as rapidly 
and as accurately as you may, then 
on again over hill, river and dale, 
until the herd is decimated, until 
your appetite for slaughter is stayed, or until 
having missed quantities of shots, both the 
strength of yourself and your steed are alike 
exhausted. ‘lIhese good chases will not oc- 


cur every day any more thana fox chase or 
a good day’s salmon fishing comes often in | 
the season; the hunter may ride for milesand 
for hours through the most sporting “gamy” 
kind of country without setting eyes on-a 
living creature, but*when they do occur they 
are periods of excitement, every incident of 
which the memory cannot fail during a life- 
time to retain. Then the accompaniments, 
the framework as it were cf the chase after 
the buck. The early start, the break of day, 
the brilliant sunrise, the cool. morning air, 
the returns to camp, wearied but 
pleased arid excited, the bath, the 
evening meal eaten with an appetite 
anda zestsuch as only an African hunter 
knows, the camp fire, the pipe, the discus- 
sion of the day’s sport, the hunter’s stories 
and experiences, the plans for to-morrow, ho 
thouvhts of rain or bad weather oppressing 
the mind, all this makesacombinationanda 
concentration of human joy which Paradise 
might with difficulty rival. 

These reflections occur to me as J 
sit in the shade of my mule 
wagon encamped within a few miles of 
the upper Umfull on the banks of a 
Small river, passing the evening moments 
ofa brightand warm African afternoon in 
writing youthis letter. I would not be pre- 
sumptuous enoughto write for the, trained 
traveler orthe experienced hunter; rather I 

ut down these following ideas for the poss!i- 

le benefit of those, who lixe myself without 
a previous experience or knowledge of this 
kind of life, are fond of travel and sport of 
all kinds, who desire to journey and stay for 
awhilein strange, almost uninhabited, al. 
most unexplored parts of the earth. . 

A six months’ hunting expedition out here 
heed not bea very costly LuSiness, at least 
when compared with the cost of London lite 
to many a young man, and measured, by the 
amount of real pieasure and advantage to be 
derived from either. For the purchase of 
a couple of good wagons and a 
couple of spans of eighteen to twenty oxen 
each, offouror five good. shooting horses, 
£1,000 would probably suffice, and if these 
requisites were purchased with care and skliil 
much of the outlay would be recovered at the 
termination ofthetrip. Some £500 for tents 
and fer the paraphernalia of-.a camp, for 

ersonal wants and for luxuries in the way of 
oodand drink. An expenditure of £100a 
month in wages and food for the boys, 
grooms and native followers, would keep the 
expedition going. As for personal outfit 
littie is required, but that little must 
be of the best quality. Good tanned buckskin 
breeches, good strong pigskin gaiters, good 
brown leather laced walking boots, a dozen 
fianne!l shirts, ‘‘a couple of Norfolk jacKets,’’ 
an inverness cape of warm material, three 
or four large thiekrues and a ‘Terai hat are 
ail that can be required in the way of clothes 
in this part of the world. But the very 
greatest care. should be taken in ordering 
ene fitting on all these things before leaving 

ndon if inconvenience, vexation and 
worry is to be avoided, 

As forarmament I wonld suggest a couple 
of double barreled express breech-loading 
ries with rebounding locks, 500 bore, and 
about a thousand rounds of ammunition.

In addition 
to these rifles acouple of smooth-bores for 
feathered game with unchoked barrels, so 
that ball cartridges may be fired from them; 
half a dozen Martini Henry rifies for the 
**boys’’ of the camp will co:nplete the outfit 
in respect of weapons of offense. Hatchets, 
Knives, saws and any tools should be bought 
in Engiand of the best makers. Inthe mat- 
ter of ee meatcan be optained and 
of good quality at Cape Town or at Kimberley, 
or at Johannesberg. Tea, coffee, bacon, 
hams,and any wine or liquors should be 
brought out from home. I would strongly 
advise that the hunter should provide him- 
self with some champagne. After.a long 
day’s hunting in a hot sun this wine is the 
most refreshingand restoring of the alco- 
holic beverages. 

50 equipped the fortunate and persevering 
sportsman will pass many delightful hours 
and memorable days. unting during a 
period of some weeks or months, he will 
probably come across giraffe, hippopotam!, 
ostrich, eland, sable, antelope, roan ante- 
lope, koodo, wildebeest, hartebeest, water- 
buck, quagga, which latter it is almost a sin 
to sheot, many kinds of small buck, wild pig, 
hyena and jackal. Ihave as yet been hunt- 
ing too short a time to meet with all these 
animals, and havenot been fortunate enough 
to see either giraffe, hippopotami, ostrich 
eland or wildebeest. But the spoor of al 
these animals, with the exception of the sea 
cow, 1 have seen in quantities, often quite 
fresh. I left Fort Salisbury at 9 a. m. on 
Aug. 19, and treked in the mule 
wagon as far as the Hunyanhi Kiver, 
which was reached at’'9a.m, There we out- 
spanned. A bath and breakfast occupied the 
morning. Sir John Willoughby arrived about 
2 o'clock in the afternoon mounted on a 
sturdy and well-bred gray pony which had 
been lent him by Dr. Jamieson. Mr. Borrow, 
of the firm of Sohnson, Heaney & Borrow, 
had most kindly lent me his excellent shoot- 
ing horses, both ‘‘salted,’’ for myself and 
Lee, I found that it would not be possible to 
ride better animals. At 8 o’clocKk we went 
out hunting down the course of the Hunyani 
River. within about three or four miles of It.

I got a good shot 
at this fellow as he waS facing me about one 
hundred yards off, but did nothit him. Sir 
John Willougnby and Lee galloped after him 
but failed to secure him. 
Towards evening I 

short ride with Lee in the _ vicinity 
of the camp. We got no shot, making 
three unsuccessful attempts to stalk success- 
ively a fine old pauw (bustard), an oribi (sort 
of gazelle), and two hartebeest cows. Fresh 
eland spoor was seen which kindlea my hopes 
of getting a chase after this fine antelope on 
the morrow. Next day, accompanied by 
the ‘‘Baboon’’ we hunted in the direction of 
the Umfuli River. It wasa morning ofr mis- 
fortune; both Sir John Willoughby and I got 
good standing shots at two solitary roan 
antelope bulls and both missed without ex- 
cuse. Lee also chased and fired at without 
result two Koodoo cows. Lee and Iagain 
tried our fortune in the afternoon over the 
open plain extendingto the north. We had 
a good gallop after, and several shotsata 
herd of hartebeest, of which I succeeded in 
Killing one. Lee, this afternoon, shot very 
badly.

He came on to arrange some de- 
tails for histripto Gorlila Land, and, while 
here, talked with that Interesting explorer, 
Paul du Chaillu, who looked up the gorilla 
and the little hairy dwarf years ago and was 
politely called a liar for his pains. 

Allthose who met Mr. Garner, father of 
the Simian tongue, were deeply interested in 
him. What is told of his plans and experi- 
ments here isa condensation of many hours 
of most interesting talk from him. 

Mr. Garner impresses those who meet him 
as avery determined individual. He has 
Cark eyes, dark complexion and a very 
Strong face. Heis broad-shouldered and of 
preat physical strenath, weighing about two 

undred pounds. He is of French origin, the 
proves spelling of his name being Garnier. 

‘he ‘*i’? was drop out by one ofthe five 
generations that preceded the father of the 
Simian tongue on American soil. 

The preparations for the African gorilla ex- 
pedition are pretty well all completed, and 
every American, no matter how far off his 
boy hood d st be interested in 


istory of 
the world there has never been such a com 
bining of the wild and adventurous with th 
civilized and 5s 
Garner has planned, Think of a man. seated 
in a cage of steel wire work. His cage isina 
dense African forest, and the goril 
is making the air ring with comme 
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visions and water for twoor three days. 
There he will wait forthe gorillas to come 
and give himachance to study their lan- 
guage. 

The cage which Mr. Garner has planned Is 
a very ingenious contrivance. It will be made 
of a netwark of steel rods five sixteenths of 
an inch thickness. For transportation 
purposes it will be divided into eight sections, 
which can be fitted into each other, or by re- 
movinga series of bolts, invented by Mr. 
Garner, laid out flat. Each section will be 
3 feet 3 inches in length, making the 
whole cage 6 feet 6 inehes square, 
just room for Mr. Garner to move about. 
Certain automatic . boits invented by 
Mr. Garner will enable him to fasten the 
cage together while heisinit. The making 
of it in sections will facilitate transportation 
onthe backsof porters. It will also allow 
Mr. Garner, when his experiments in the 
cage are over, to make it up into four 
little cages, 8 feet 3 inches square, or two 
cages 6 feet 6 inches by 3 feet 3 inches, for 
transporting any live things that he may 
catch. Each of the eight sections will weigh 
forty-five pounds. When"it ig put in posi- 
tion it will be anchored to the ground by 
three strong chains passing over the top. 
This will prevent a combination of gorillas, 
whose terrible strength has been shown in 
tales by travelers and in sculpture by Fre- 
miet, from carrying off to their fastnesses to 
study at their leisure the cage and the gen- 
tleman inside Who came to study them, 

Tne network arrangement of the wires, a 
sort of diamond pattern, such as may be seen 
on elevator shafts, will keep inquisitive go- 
rillas from putting their armis through to grab 
the scientist or his phonograph. In addition 
to that, Mr. Garner bas arranged what seems 
a very effectual series of safeguards against 
the dangers that will threaten in 
gorilla land, eyen in the event of 
telephonic communication with the rear 
guard being cut off. He has invented 
some arrows. The arrows are holiow and 
will be filled with prussic aci® The shaft will 
seep the well inthe arrow closed, but on 
striking the shaft will fall out, and the arrow 
will open in the wound. These arrows wili be 
sent out ofa blow-gun, and Mr. Garner will 
blow one at any gorilla or other animal that 
cuts up in any way antagonistic to science. 
In addition to the blow-guns Mr. Garner will 
havein the cage with him tworevolvers, 
a magazine rifle and an alr- 
gun. The bottom of the cage will be covered 
with gum matting to keep African things 
from crawling up through the wires, His 
best safeguard will probably prove to bea 
contrivance of his own—a bag ke an exag- 
gerated canteen filled with concentrated 
ammonia, with thirty inches of rubber hose 
and a nozzle attached. If the gorillas try to 
form a combination and surround him, he 
will shoot some of that ammonia at them and 
make them respect the peaceful selentist. 

The fumes from the ammonia will strangle 
any Sumber of gorillas, f 
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that isto say if there is another nronkey 
hear; if not he pays no attention to Mr. Gar- 
ner’sremarks, whether it be a word of warn- 
ing or whatever. The monkey seems to say: 
‘*Oh, he can’t talk,’’ and treats the utter- 
ance with a polite indifference, as a man 
treatsa@ parrot’s remark in the human lan- 
guage. 

Mr. Garner says that monkeys laugh; he 
has seen them do it. He has experimented 
thus: Old Jokes hated a certain man who 
had whipped him. Mr. Garner would make 
believe thrash this man and Old Jokes would 
laugh until he was faint. Mr, Garner does 
not believe in many stories that are told of 
the monkey’s intelligence. He has never 
seen a monkey that would crack a nut be- 
tween two stones until he wastaught. Old 
Jokes used to crack his nuts with avery 
big iron nut with a large hole in the 
center. Occasionally he would strike the 
hickory nut so that it would get inside the 
hole in the square !ronnut. He never learned 
to lift upthe iron and get at his hickory nut, 
but would struggle vainly to get it out with 
his fingers, He learned, however, that Mr. 
Garner’s marvelous intelligence could solve 
the problem of rescuing the atckony nut, and 
he soon got into the habit of yelling for Mr. 
Garner’s assistance. Mr. Garner could al- 
ways tell by Old Jokes’ words when the 
hickory nut accident had happened, Mr. Gar- 
her never knew a monkey that threw things or 
caught them of hisownaccord. He does not 
believe that monkeys eyer threw cocoanuts 
attravelers. Healso doubts the story which 
describes monkeys as building bridges by 
hangingto each other’s tall. The monkey 
will not let any one touch histail. You can- 
not become so intimate with a imonkey as to, 
overcome that objection of his. Mr, Garner 
knew one Nttle money that would allowa 
man to seize its tail, but the monkey would 
always hold the hand that held his tall until 
it was released. 

There was a monk6y of wonderfully cheerful 
disposition that beiongei to a fire company. 
One day the firemen painted it a magenta 
red, and that afternoon the wheel of the fire 
engine cut the monkey's tail off. It wasa 
changed monkey from that time on—lost all 
its cheeriulness, 

»¥r. Garner says that tin reply to any re- 
mark the monkey always replies with ex- 
actly the same remark. If the remark does 
not interest him he simply makes no reply at 
all, which seems a very sensible course for 
such a frivolous thing as a monkey to adopt. 
Mr. Garner thinks that the gorilla does not 
come nearest to Man among the apes, Prof, 
Huxley and others to the contrary notwith- 
standing. He believes that the chimpanzee Is 
the nearest to man, with the possibie excep- 
tion of that rareape, the koolakamba. The 
language and voice of the gorilla, in spite of 
his mental inferlority, should prove very in- 
teresting. Du Chaillu, describing the voice 
of the gorilla, said that he had heard Mr, 
and Mrs. Gorilla calling to each other and 
answering ata distance of four miles. Mr. 
Garner does not Dbellieve that the gorilla 
walks with a stick or fights with one, nor 
does he belleve he has ever carried African 
ladies alive to his lair. Itis extrg@mely diff- 
cult to stop writing of the things which Mr. 
Garner, father of the simian tongue, knows 
and says about the simians.

An houranda half is usually the time nec. 
essary for roasting a medium-sized bird. Put 
half a pint of water, with salt and pepper, in 
the roasting pan. Haste every fifteen or 
twenty minutes and have the oven very hot 
at first and ata steady but not severe heat 
during the last hour. Skim the superfluous 
fat trom the pan, thicken the drippings and 
water witha tablespoonful of browned flour 
and boi! for gravy. 

A quart of cranberries, carefully pickea 
and washed, should be put on in a porcelain 
Kettle to boll, witha scant balf teacuptul of 
boiling water. After boiling ten minutes add 
one pound of granulated sugar and boil half 
an hbour. Pour into a porcelain mould and let 
Stand till ready, when they will turn out 
solid. If the skins are objectionable press 
through a coarse sieve till only the dry skins 
oor 

Sliced sweet potatoes are sweet tatoes 
boiled, then peeled out tn thin sifces, put in 
apan, witha generous sprinkling of sugar 
over thei and a pientiful speckling of butter. 
Bake tilicrispand a light brown round the 
edges. 

For Christmas one may indulge in the 
asparagus, preserved in giass. That or the 
Capnecd is treated in the same way. Let 
stand fortwo hours in cold water after hav 
ing been removed from its own liquor, and 
fifteen minutes before serving Grain, cover 
wth bolling water, salt, alow it to simmer 
aod lift out. Lay it on small squares of 
toast, fveor six stalks on each piate, and 
pour over each portion a little of the sauce 
made by takinga half cupful of the water it 
saaine: ed In, and adding two tablespoonfuls 
o utter. 

The lettuce should have the dressing added 
either immediately belore serving or at the 
table. A nice French dressing is made by 
using a half salt spoonful of sait,a pinch of 
Diack and red pepper and mustard, anda 
ta bles pi onful each of oll and vinegar for 
each person. 

A pineapple sherbet is easily made. Pare 
and core the pineapple, mash and strain the 
pals and use limmediately, as It will darkea 
f long exposed tothe air. Take one pound 


of pulp, cne pound of sugar, one quart of 


Water and juice of one crgatige. Mix and 
freeze. as soonas the sugar is dissolved, to 
the consistency of a sherbet, and let stand in 


ice ma Ginner., Serve in sherbet glasses or 
punch cups.

Set 
on ice for an hour and serve tessed up like 4 
fleecy cloud onaglass dish s ed by 
whipped cream, sStrew over the top a dozen 
each of candied rose leaves and lets. it 
will delight the children with its beauty and 
tickles the palates of their elders.

The town established by the N. O. Neilson 
Manufacturing Co. on the outskirts of Ed- 
wardsville, Llll., was given the name of 
Lecliaire in honor of Edme-Jean Leclaire, the 
founder or the first profit-sharing concern 
ever esta®lished. Leclaire wasa boss house 
painter and decorator in Paris.

THE LAST VOLUME OF SCHONLER’S 
HISTORY OF THE UNITED &TATES. 


An Appropriate Christmas Present—-A 
Volume of Lanier’s Poems—The Puritan 
Sabbath—Literary Matters—Notes and 
News. 


‘*Schonler’s History of the United States 
Under the Constitution’’ is brought to a close 
with the fifth volume, which carries the nar- 
rative to the election of Lincola and the 6se- 
cession of the Southern States. 

This deserves more than ordinary atten- 
tion because itis the only consecutive narra- 
tive yet published of events from the Revo- 
lution to the Civil War. Hitherto the reader 
has been obiiged to collect the history of the 
whole period from a number of fragmentary 
works, from biographies and other partial 
views and piece out the picture for himself. 
Inthese volumes the consecutive thread is 
spun for the first time. 

Notwithstanding bis age, to ‘which Mr. 
Schonler makes allusion in his preface, there 
is no abatement of vigor in these later vol- 
umes. The stirring events covered by the 
fifth volume are Set forth with the same fine 
picturesque earnestness that characterized 
the earlier chapters.

On disunion and the slavery question Mr. 
Schonler is impartial in his estimates of men, 
but he is full of conviction conceining the 
question itself. Without being a partisan he 
does not conceal his own feelings. Neverthe- 
less his expressions, while positive, are tem- 
perate, and he does justice to the Southern 
cause so faras a contemporary can. 

We are given an interesting glimpse of 
Abraham Lincoinas he appeared on his en- 
trance into public life in 186. Lisoniya 
glimpse, but it is enough toshow that the 
Lincoln of that time was the same in thought, 
feeling and conviction asthe man who went 
into the White House in 1861, and became the 
most conspicuous figure of his time.

THE PAST WEEK REVIEWED IN THE 
PRINCIPAL MARKETS. 


Not Much Change in Grain—Corn and Oats 
Lower—The Situation in Flour and 
Cotton—Items From the Floor and 
Street. 


So far every Saturday this month hasseen May 
wheat close at or very near 98lec. It sold during the 
month as high as $1.00% and as low as 96lec, the lat- 
ter price touched early this last Thursday. Stagnant 
speculation onthis sideand dull holiday markets 
abroad haye been adrag onthe bull side, that the 
really strong situation of the cereal could not over- 
come during the early part of the week. How 
quickly, however, American markets could respond 
to achange forthe better abroad was seen in the 
closing days of the week. Both Englishand Conti- 
nental markets suddenly shook themselves free from 
the dulinessand depression that had been charac- 
terizing them, and started in on the  up- 
grade, displaying strength where weak- 
ness had ruled and sending orders to America that 
resulted in considerable business, if New York ad- 
vices were to be believed. Backed up as they were 
by continued large export clearances, especially 
from the Atlantic seaboard—from five ports the 
equivalent of over 6,000,000 bu in flour and wheat 
last week—the improvement in foreign conditions 
had a beneficial effect upon domestic markets ana 
they left off yesterday in shape to work still higher 
if foreign influences maintain their present bullish 
position. The believersin higher prices have haa a 
weary wait of it for some time now, and they are not 
altogether confident the ‘‘good time a-comin’ ”’ is 
yet in sight, but they are confident 
the turn in the market is coming 
and that their patient constancy would be rewarded 
ere long. The extraordinary country movement to 
market and the enormous supplies in sight have been 
a load that wouldin previous years have sent the 
price down into the 708, or even 0s, long ago: but 
there is one thing this season, and that is, with all 
the heavy stocks at primary points, there have been 
none of those carrying charges that in previous years 
of large stocks have broken the bulls’ hearts and 
bank accounts. This indicates clearly enough that 
these stocks are not carried by speculators, but by 
actual owners, and who would be more iikely 
to own them than European exporters. This fac; 
is not a bear argument by any means. The weather 
and crop conditions have not figured to any extent 
inthe market, except thatas the former was gen- 
erally favorable the reports from the crop indicated 
some improvement in its stand, but there has not 
been near onan of this improvement to anywhere 
counteract the injurious effect of the fall’s drouth 
and freezing. Another increase in receipis has been 
seen, largely due to the relatively high prices paid 
here for wheat. For the week 552,450 bu arrived, 
exceeding the week before by 56,385 bu, and as 
shipments fell ft to 186,300 bu. the 
stock in increased. Yesterday’s 
stock of 2,969,000 bu was 143,000 
bu yy * than that ofa week earlier, 2,174,000 bu 
being No. 2 red. Had the river been at a stage to al- 
low of barges receiving, the outward movement 
would have been much larger, and, instead of an in- 
crease, itis more than probable a decrease in the 
stock would have takén place. Most of the cash buy- 
ing has been by carriers for accumulative purposes 
city millers confining their purchases to a few cars 
No. red and off grades.

THE FIRST CHARGE. 

In his originalcharge Judge Woods quoted 
sec. 6,511 ofthe revised statutes which de- 
fines crimes against elections. 

Proceeding to comment on thesame he 
employed the following ge, which is 
given word for word: 


Some of the offenses spoken of here, you will see, 
may be commi by an unofficial person, and some 
of them by an Officer of an election. And now in ref- 
erence to a ic part of the offenses named, I 
wish to say t considerabie question has beea made 
since the election through which we have just passed, 
as to whether an attempt to bribe constitutes an of- 
fense under this law. instruct you that it does not 
under this statute. The latter ciause of the section 
makes any one guilty who counsels bribery. 

1 will now instruct you fully upon the word *‘at- 
tempt’’ ag it is used in this clause in order that you 
may unders 
tioms made regarding ‘‘counseling’’ to bribe and 
actual bribery. The section does not make it an 
offense to in any manner counsel, aid or assist in the 
bribery of a voter or in committing any other offense 
named in the section; but an unsuccessful attempt to 
bribe a voter does not constitate any offense under 
this section. In other words, this statute does not 
condemn asa crime, no matter how ciearly it may 
be * ven, an attempt to bribe a voter, pro- 
vid it can be shown that it did 
not succeed. in order to understand the word *‘‘at- 
tempt’’ in its exact force, as contained in the last 
clause of this section, it is necessary to insert or im- 
ply **to’* before *‘attempt, 
then read in this wise: ‘*Aids, counsels, procures or 
advises any voter, person or officer to do any act

The gain, only sixteen more 
transfers, isslight, but that there should be 
a gain at allunderthe conditions that have 
voverned finances and commerce for more 
thana year past, isall the more significant 
of an approaching season of great activity in 
real estate operations. From now on the 
improvement bids fairto be steady and con- 
tinuous. Money is already becomihg plent!i- 
ful. It is to be had upon gilt edge security at 
fle percent, and the Danks are full of it 
ats. These financial institutions wiil in a 
few days, have to d@isgorge hundreds of 
thousands of dollars for the payment of 
taxes, and when that money gets into circu- 
lation the effect Will De very beneficial. A 
real estate market hever flourishes so well as 
when money goes about seeking for loans at 
times when interest rates are low. When 
jterest rups at 6 to 8 per cent it is easy 
nough to place funds where they will be

safe and earnarich percentage, but when 5 
per cent per annum or less is ali that can be 
cecured the case is very different. At periods 
when there is such an abundance of currency 
the-use of it may be had for a small 
consideration, the surplus then flows, very 
naturally, into the purchase of real property, 
for the reason that thereis noother dnvest- 
ment with nearly so good security that offers 
anything like a corresponding profit. Ali the 
indications suggest a flush money market 
next year. Bank reserves all over the coun- 
try are increasing in.a remarkable ratio. 
Within the next sixty days farmers will have 
their money forthe crops raised this year, 
the country merchant will have been paid off, 
the jobbers’ accounts will have been settled 
andthe manufacturer will be enjoying the 
srofits frem the sale of his products. 

li this will benefit the Sst. Loults 
real estate market in a way that will far sur- 
pass the remarsable progressthat has been 
made since thefirstorfr January in building 
improvements. As stated inthe PostT-DIis- 
PATCH afew dayssince the Building Com- 
missioners’ statistics show that alot front- 
age of nearly thirty miles in extent has been 
cecupied by new buildings since the com- 
mencement ofthe present year.

MR. GEORGE W. DAVIS’ EXCELLENT PAPER ON 
THESE POPULAR INSTITUTIONS. 

The following exhaustive paper on the 
superiority of bullding associations over all 
other systems of monthly savings was read 
py Mr. Geo. W. Davis, Secretary of the Mis- 
sour! Building Association League, at a meet- 
ing of the members of that body:

This caution 
creates in itself a double gears in not allowing or 
potmitting secretary, president, or any one in- 
Ho sitting in judgment upon the application of 

tockholder for a loan. 

Now a few words upon the handling of the funds of 
the Association tby those in charge. All Buliiding 
Associations require bonds from their officers to 
cover in fall any shortage that might oceur on the 
_ of dishonest officers, and the best evidence that 

hese bon 's have been faithfully executed and that 
they do protect the Associations is the fact that I have 
en unable to discover a single loca) Building As- 
sociation that has sustained any loss, however 
small, oe any shortage or dishonesty on the 
xt of its officers. Looking further into the security 
eld by a building association, in case of a loan, we 
find that the risk on the part of the association be- 
comes less and less each month and its security in- 
creases at the same rate, from the fact that a bor- 
rower begins immediately to pay not only his inter- 
est, but to repay the principal as well. 

It may be said that since the directors tn a building 
association receive no salary for their services they 
will become ftndifferent as to the success of the insti- 
tutron. I claim that such is notthe case. A man in 
accepting a directorship in a building association 
naturally pledges his name and reputation for its 
food management. and the fact that his reputation 
is at stake is by far more important thanany remu- 
neration that he might receive in the way of a salary. 
it may also ba contended thata building association 
could not survive a real money panic. [I claim that 
there are no financial institutions better able to sur- 
vive a panic than the local building and loan associa- 
tion. The first securities affected in case of a gener- 
al panic are usually railroad stocks, bends, etc. 
Where are they? Held by the banks 
as collateral securities for loans. Again we find 
the large commercia! and business houses unable 
to meet their obligations. Who must of 
necessity carry them? The banks, of course. On 
the other hand we find the building associations 
amply secured, they having loaned oniy on real es- 
tate security with a margin of fully 25 to 50 per cent 
to start with, and the risk becoming lees and less 
éach month as the borrower repavs his loan, batur- 
ally leaves the building association perfectiy safe. 
There is no question but that real estate interests are 
the very last to be affected in case of a general panic. 

et us now investigate as to the likelihood of gain 
to be made by a depositorina building association. 
Gfanting that the association has been properly 
managed, we find them loaning their funds to mem- 
bers a64,5 and 6 per cent interest, according to 
their by-laws, andcompounting the same every 
thirt ~ be Now, if a building association makes 
anything like a fair number of joans, I claim that the 
stockhoider must make a profit on his invest- 
ment equal to whatever rate of interest the borrow- 
ing member may pay to the association, pilus any 
profit that may be derived by the association from 
the compounding of its money. The expense ac- 
count of the association ought to be offset by the 
fines earned, profits on withdrawing members, re- 
cording fees, etc. In other words there is nothing 
to prevent a non-borrowing stockhoider from earn- 
ing at least whatever rate of interest the 
building association may receive from borrowing 
mInembers, Revertin back to 
asaving bank, do we Fna such likelihood of gain or 
profit on the part of the depositor? §Not atall. He is 
told in the beginning that the bank ean or will aliow 
him but 3 percent interest on his money. In so far 
as any likelihood of gain for the bank depositor is 
concerned there is none, beyond what the bank may 
have promised him. Then the only coneern that the 
bank depositor can have,is as to the safety or se- 
curity of his money. 

In my opinion there isa likelihood of better man- 
agement ina building association than in & savings 
bank, fromthe fact that stockholders end directors 
in building associations are limited to boiding a cer- 
tain mumberof shares, thereby preventing any one

The medical men of Louisville have am.- 
ined the phenomena carefully, but they have 
not ventured an explanation. Dr. M. FF. 
Coomes of the facuity of the Kentucky School 
of Medicine has made a careful report of the 
case based upon personal observations. 

Dr. Amant H. Ohmann-Dumenesnil of 
No. 5. South Broadway, speaking of the mat- 
ter yesterday, said: ‘‘Casesof stigmata are 
rare, but they are not unknown. 
Dr. Charcot of the Paris Hospital of Sal- 
ae: and renowned as an authority on 

ypnotism, has discovered the greatest num- 
ber of cases. He has found them cliiefly in 
France, a few in Italy and =pain, and isolated 
cases in Germany: The phenomenon is no- 
ticeable getocigeny about Holy Week and 
times of great reNgious excitement. Dr. 
Charcot is of the opinion tha: the stigmata are 
due to self-hypnotization. The victim sinks 
from a state of deep religious contemplation 
into a hypnoticstate. While in that condli- 
tion the sub-consciousness, as it is called,

He 
had no instructor, merely sparring with the 
lads of thetown., Asaresult he fights con- 
trary toallrules. Hekeeps hisleft arm ex- 
tencued in front of him, going 
like a windmill, bends over considerably, 
and holds his right in readiness 
to let go at any minute. He is wonder- 
fully quick in swinging his right, ann it is 
this awtful right which has won him most of 
his battles. It was in 18683 that he had his first 
fight, defeatinga man named Manning, at 
Streator, in four rounds. Then he whipped a 
heavyweight named Geo. Murphy, in six 
rounds. In 1884 he met another heavyweight, 
Charles Lounasney, and stopped him in three 
rounds. A year later he was matched against 
Paddy Weich, a Chicago lightweight, for 
$1,000a side. Myer won in one round. elch 
Was dissatisfied and they fought again at 
Braidwood, lll. Myer won in three rourids. 

He next fought Charley Daly of St. Louis at 
Woodford, I1]., in 1886 for $1,000 a side, and 
after thirty-one rounds knocked the St. 
Louisan out with a “right-hand blow. 
In 1887 Myer fought Jack Gallagher 
of Buffalo, a 148-pound man, at Pana, Ill., 
and whipped him in three rounds. Myer 
got a match on with Harry Gilmore, the 
champion of Canada. They fought at La- 
crosse, -Wis., in 1887, and Myer won in five 
rounds. his awful right again settling mat- 
ters. Gilmore was soclever that the result 
was considered an accident and they met 
again at North Judson, Ind., for $1,000 4 side. 
Myer won in twenty-eight seconds, almost 
his first blow being a right-hander on the 
jaw, which put Gilmore to sleep.

New Evidence of His Fraudulent Transac- 
tions Pouring In. 

NEW York, Dec. 19.—Although only two 
instances of Edward M. Field’s forgeries 
were brought to the attention of the Grand- 
jury for the purpose of procuring the indict- 
ment found against him yesterday, District 
Attorney Nicollsays he has in his posses- 
sion proofs of numerous other forgeries 
which show the desperate situation of Field 
during the last month of his business career. 
The fraudulent transactions with the firm 


of Knauth , Nichod & Kuhne of this city in- 
volved the sum of about $120,000 only, while 
the extent of Field’s forgeries is known to 
have . reached more than $800 , 000, 
The forged bill of lading forthe steam- 
ship Triumph which Field induced the 
German banker to accept as security for his 
draft for $77,000 was detected within a very 
few days after ithad been given. The ves- 
sel, instead of being in the port of New 
York, as was stated, was somewhere in the 
Southern Seas, and a certificate to that effect 
by the Secretary of the Maritime Exchange 
was appended to the papers. Several days 
revious to the pre Pe the bill of lading 
Field had sold a billofexchange tothe same 
firm for $40,000, accompanied by shipping 
documents for 43,00 bushels of wheat per 
steamship Dolcouth.

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THE LEAGUE TRAP. 


How the Association Magnates Were 
Caught in It. 


AN AGREEMENT WHICH THE OLDER OR- 
GANIZATION CAN EASILY ALTER. 


Chances for Another “Throw Down’’—Mr. 
Von der Ahe Returns—St. Louis Will 
Lose Comiskey, but Retain Gleason, 
Glasscock and Buckley and May Get 
Pieffer—Details of the Consolidation. 


There is a strong probality that the Ameri- 
can Association has again been victimized by 
the National League. Oneortwo points in 
connection with the recent formation of a 
twelve-club circult pear the ear-marks of 
League trickery, and touse the vulgar par- 
lance of the base-ball cranks, the long- 
suffering Association is apt to 
be given’ the ‘‘dinky dink.’’ One 
article of the iron-clad agreement, 
which is to remain in force for ten years (?) 
is that noclub can be dropped from the con- 
solidation without the consent of the entire 
twelve cluts, including the team itself. The 
force of this clause—so apparently irrefragi- 
bDie—is somewhat impaired by another article 
of the agreement which says that no part of 
the constitution can bechanged unless by a 
three-fourths vote. Thus the ten year 
twelve club agreement can be altered 
afterall. The gist ofall this lies in the fact 
that there are eight League clubs in the 
agreement to four from the Association, If 
by any possible means and—what means are 
not opento the base ball magnate?—one of 
the Association clubs is induced to goover to 
the League side, the terms of the agreement 
can be Altered to suit the League magnates 
and the force of the iron-clad agreement 
nullified. 

**so EASY.’* 

With nine votes alfthat would be necessary 
to oust the Association teams would be to 
first change that section of the constitution 
requiring the full twelve votes to retirea 
club and make a three-fourths vote ora ma- 
jority vote sufficient. After making this 
change in the constitution the League could 
throw out all the Associationteams. How 
easy would it be, for instance; for the eight 
League clubs to buy out either Louisviile or 
Washington, which never have been good 
paying cities, and withthe franchise of one 
of those. cities in their posseasion 
they would have the mecessary nine 
votes tomake any changes they might de- 
sire in the constitution. After amending the 
one clause referred to and voting out the 
other three Association clubs the League 
could throw up the Louisville or Washington 
franchise, asthe case might be, and have a 
monopoly with their original eight ‘teams. 
This monopoly would well repay them for the 
outlay of purchasing the franchise, and they 
would be rid of their old enemies for- 
ever. The Association would’ then 
only have three clubs and they 
could never gét otherstto goin with them af- 
ter the way they deceived Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and other points in the present deal. 

But while this move would crush the Asso- 
‘ciation there is one thing which may deter 
the League from doing it, and that is that 
with only one organization of eight clubs in 
the field another would be almost cer- 
tain to be organized in opposition 
to them. Thus the League will probably 
goon withtwelye clubs for awhile, If on 
trial, however, it proves unprofitable the 
organization will have no hesitancy in 
adopting the method snggested for throwing 
out the Association cities. And if they did, no 
sympathy would be felt for the expelled 
clubs, as they proved traitors to their fellow 
Association clubs to form the present al- 
liance, 

ST. LOUIS PROBABLY SAFE. 

Despite the fact that the League people 
have little use for President Von der Ahe, 
they are apt to keep his teamin their organti- 
zation because St. Loulsisa far better base 
ball city than either Cleveland or Pittsburg, 
and with base ball owners money counts for 
more than friendship or sentiment. If the 
circult is reduced to eight clubs, Pittsburg or 
Cleveland would probably have to goand St. 
Louis would be retained. 

President Von der Ahe of the St. Louls 
Browns, the Great Mogul of the American 
Association, arrived home from ;Indianapolis 
yesterday, where he had put in a week, 
playing an active part inthe consolidation 
of the American Association and National 
League. In view of the fact 
that there are only four Association 
to eight League clups in the new combine, 
there are some persons cruel enough to call it 
the absorption of the Association by the lat- 
ter body. 

CHRIS OUT OF SIGHT. 

In conversation with a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter yesterday Mr. Von der Ahe said: ‘‘The 
American Association after ten years of hard 
hustling has at length joined hands with its 
former enemy forming a consolidated league. 
Iwas the last man to favor a twelve-club 
league and my final acquiesence 
was brought about largely through 
circumstances. Wehave the matter finally 
arranged and we are protected by an iron- 
clad-agreement for the next ten years.’’ 

When asked if he didn’t think the League 
had got the bestof the agreement he said: 
**By no means, the agreement sleaves 
no room for crooked work,;a club can not be 
dropped without the consent of every other 
club in the consolidation. We’ve got our 25 
cents admission rate, Sunday games and our 
pick out of the Association’s players. What 
more can we want?’’ 

The possibility of the League outwitting 
them by changing the constitution, as al- 
ready explained, was menticned to him. 
**That cuts no ffigure,’’ he said, -‘the three- 
fourths-rule of changing the articles of 
the constitution belongs to the bylaws 
ofthe corporation, the agreement about 
not dropping players is ap entirely separate 
matter, and cannot, in my opinion, be 
changec.’’ He was evidently under the im- 
pression that the iron clad rule with regard 
to dropping clubs was not an article of the 
hew League’s constitution. 

When asked how the. formation of che new 
base ball combine was brought about he ans- 
wered: 

MR. VON DER AHE’S VERSION, 

**The skirmishing by the League Committee, 
Messrs. Kobison, Byrne and Brush, arrang- 
ing the preilminaries, looking to the con- 
solidation was done in Boston and the East. 
The real work of the deal arranging, the plan 
upon which it was formulated,occurred right 
here in St. Louis. Two weeks ago last 
Wednesday I received a telegram from Presi- 
dent George Wagner of the Athietic Club, 
telling me he had an important matter to 
communicate and wanting me to take the 
first train for Philadelphia. I wired him 
that if he had a deal so important 
to come on to 8t. Louis himself and we would 

ooverit. Onthe night of Dec. 8, George 

fagner, Frank Elijott, his attorney, ana 
Frank Richter arrived in St. Louls and were 
with me in my house till the wee sma’ hours 
of the following morning. Then and there 
George Wagner told me that he had $74,000 
invested in base ball, and hadachance to 
either consolidate in Philadelphia or sell, 
He wanted to buy, but John I. Rogers. who 
owns the controlling stock in the League 
Club there, would tot sell. Hence Wagner 
stated that as Boston was financially unable 
to continue, that he, Wagner, did not see 
much chance for them in the future, He 
said he would make no move, unless 
agreeable to me. The League people 
he said, were coming into St. Louls to pre- 
sebt a proposition to me to join forces with 
them. The nen fa morning Messrs. Rob- 
ison of Cieveland, Byrne of Brooklyn and 
Brush of Indianapolis arrived. They, with 
the Philadelphia trio came out to my house, 
and putin the day forming an agreement, 
the articies of which were adopted at the re- 
cent Indianapolis meeting. The question 
was asked me point-blank by Frederick De 
Forrest Robison: 

** *Upon what ternmis will the American Asso- 
ciation agree to consolidate with the 
League?’ 

**I stated in writing the terme desired by the 
Association, and each article was taken up 
peparnten and discussed proandcon.

Secretary George Munson, when asked if 
the League had not somewhatthe best of It 
in the late consolidation, was very emphatic 
in his assurances to the contrary. 

‘You can state that the twelve-club league 
is the greatest thing that could have 
occurred for professional base ball, 
It is a firm and vigorous protest 
against certain gentlemen whohave been 
in base ball for the purposeof grabbing 
everything in sight. Itis a check on the 
grasping. avaricious spirit which has per- 
meated base ball circles for some years past. 
The power of the Spalding-Rogers combina- 
tion in the League is broken. When the new 
league getsin working order it will restore 
professional base balltothe standing it had 
in 1889.”’ 

When asked of the possibility of the 
League’s circumventing the agreement about 
dropping clubs, Mr. Munson replied excit- 
edly: ‘‘Iit’s not at all probable. 

SMOOTH MR. ROBINSON. 

‘*‘Why, at the meeting here in St. Louis 
when Mr. Yon der Abe wanted the agreement 
enforced for only five years, Mr. Rob- 
inson of Cleveland insisted on making 
it for ten, and said he did 
not propose to be laid down on, * That Cleve- 
land was in the combine to stay and he 
didn’t propose to be put out. Mr. Brush of. 
Cincinnati backed him, and you can be sure 
that no proposition toevade the agreement 
will be entertained. If you want to split 
hairs about the matter sucha thingas you 
suppose is possible; by no means probable, 
however. No Association club would support 

League in such a matter, and 

we are trified with rest assured 
the Association will rise up again 
and renew the old fight.’’ Mr. Munson did 
not explain how the mighty uprising of three 
lonely Association clubs would be accom- 
plished, He was asked what would be done 
with the players who jumped their clabs at 
the time of the formation ofthe brotherhood. 

‘*‘Under the management whereby a com- 
mittee was appointed to apportion the unat- 
tached players I think clubs will not be al- 
lowed to insist on the return of players who 
jumped to the Brotherhood. Chicago wanted 
Duffy and Farrell of the Bostons under this 
claim, but neither of them will play 
there. Ithink that matter will not be taken 
notice of.’’ Mr. Munson expressed himself 
as highly pleased withthe outlook for base 
ballin St. Louls next season. Witha twelve- 
club circuit all the big Easternclubs would 
be here —— the season and play Sunday 
games. Inaddition tothis, St. Louis would 
have a team that would lower its colors to 
none, and bade fair to land the pennant, now 
equivalentto the world’s championship, in 
St. Louls. 


ANEW YORK VIEW. 

NEw YorK, Dec. 19.~—Only once before in 
the history of base ball have twelve clubs 
have been gathered into one professional 
circuit. That was in 1884 when the American 
Association added four clubs to the ,eight 
which comprised the circuit of 1883. The 
move was primarily a defensive 


war measure, The Union ASso- 
ciation was organized that year 
with the avowed purpose of fighting the Na- 
tional agreement organizations. It was be- 
lieved that by occupying twelve cities the 
American Association could make a better 
fight against the Union, besides reducing the 
latter’s resources. Under the circumstances 
the American Association’s venture was not 
crowned with success, At the end of that 
season the circuit was reduced to the original 
number of clubs. 
THE SEASON OF 1884. 

The season of 1884 was not a prosperous one, 
But the conditions now are entirely different. 
the twelve-ciub circult in 1884 had to com- 
pete with two more or less powerful rivals, 
one of which was waging a bitter warfare. 
Now the twelve-club organization will stand 
practically alone as a major league. There 
will be only twelve clubs bidding for the bet- 
ter class of players, while in 1884 there 
were 25. Itis therefore unwise to consider 
the Association’s experience in 1884 as a safe 
criterion. It remains to be seen how a twelve- 
club circuit will succeed with a practically 
clear fleld. One of the great difficulties to be 
encountered in the anti-season work 

preparation of an equl- 
and consistent schedule, partic- 
ularly for a double championship season. The 
adjustment of mileage, the distribution of 
choice dates and the arrangement of trips: 
wili involve tne committee in more intricate 
puzzles than ever the Chinese dreamed of 
propounding. An eight-club schedule is 
comparatively easy. One for tenclubs isa 
trifle more intricate. Butto provide a good 
list of playing days for twelve clubs, some of 
them wanting Sundays, is a®‘stunt.’’ The 
committee would do well to employ Uharley 
Ebbets on the Jeb.

MORE EXPERIENCE. 
. The prospect of maintaining a twelve club 
circuit is a question yet to be determined. 
Somany elements enter into such an ar- 
rangement that only a fair trial can estab- 
lish its practicability. The additlonal clubs 
naturally increases the number of so-called 
**‘tall-enders,’’ asarule, the Clubs are di- 
vided into two equal a after the season is 
fairly under way. The first four, if there are 
eight inall,are known as the leaders, and 
supply the real attractions. The other jour 
may play good bail, but fallto arouse much 
elthusiasm, either at home or on their trips. 
In a twelye club league the 
tail end division consists of six clubs. 
AS the leaders cannot’ get around 
the circuit as often, Or rather play as many 
games in each city asin an etaht-club lee ue, 
the difference Is the more noticeable. ase 
ball managers agree that they look for their 
profits from the games with the leading 
clubs in a championship race. This belug 
reduced in number a corresponding falling 
off in receipts is to be expected. 
TWO CHAMPIONSHIP SEASONS. 


In order to overcome this drawback as far | 


as possible itis proposed to diviue the year 
into two championship seasons. By this, 
means a club which might be handicapped 
early in the year and compelled to take a low 
rank in the race, could begin again tn the 
miadle of the season, with the chance of be. 
ing among the leaders in the second race.

THE WASHINGTON INFLUENZA. 


The President’s Visit to Boston Produced 
a Quarrel anda Cold. 


Now that the so-called grippe, or influenza, 
a type of the disorder, is prevalent a mention 
of one or two historical incidents in connec- 
tion with the disease may be of interest. 

The influenza, by which name the epidemic 
ig best known in medical history, first made 
its appearance, according to Thatcher, a 
good authority, in 1687, when it spread 
through Massachusetts, among English, 
French, Dutch and Indians. It resembied 
a cold, attended by a slight 
fever. Not a family and 


but few persons escaped the epidemic; many 
died. The eminent Gov. John Winthrop 
said of this epidemic that ‘‘those who were 
bled or used cooling things died; those who 
took comfortable things for the most part re- 
covered in a few days.’’ The influenza up to 
the time of Washington’s administration pre- 
vailed nine or ten different times in America. 

The following account of what was desig- 
nated the ‘‘Washineton influenza’’ is cur- 
tailed from an acconnt written about 1833 by 
a surviving eye witness: 

In 1789 President Washington visited the 
Eastern States, traveling in a post chaise 
drawn by four horses and accompanied by 
his official secretary, Maj. Jackson, and 
Toblas Lear, his private secretary. A dls- 
agreement arose between Gov. John Han- 
cock and the Town Committeeof Boston as to 
which of them belonged the honor 
of receiving President Washington at 
the city border. Owing to this 
dissension there was a long delay, during 
which Washington was exposed to a raw 
northeast wind by which exposure he con- 
tracted a severe cold. Many other persons 
were exposed and affected in like manner, 
and the nffection became so generalasto be 
called thej‘‘ Washington influenza.’’Washing- 
ton rode into Boston on horseback, with head 
uncovered and dressed in his old Continental 
uniform. He did not bow to the spectators 
as he passed, but sat on his horse witha 
calm, dignifiedair. Though lUttle to do with 
the influenza or Washington’s bad cold, the 
following incident is interesting in this con- 
nection: 

ihe same author quoted from adds, that 
Gov. Hancock, with some feeling of State 
rights, took the position that, as the rep- 
resentative of the sovereignty in his own 
dominion, he was to be visited first, even by 
the President, who on Hancock’s own 
ground, isthe representative of sovereignty 
of all the States, wheresoever he may be 


within their limits The President 
was made to unhderstan time Hau- 
cock expected the 


first visit. 
This was not deemed proper by the Presicent. 
A negotiation ensued. It ended ina refusal 
on the part of Washington to see Hancock 
unless at his own place of abode. The delay 
was imputed to Hancock’s personal debility. 
Washington, too, hada badcold,. Butonthe 
second or third day Hancock went in his 
coach, enveloped in red baize, to Washing- 
ton’s lodgings and was borne in the arms of 
servants into the house.

FORTY-SEVEN COLTS AND FILLIES CART- 
URED $5,000 AND UPWARDS. 


The Total Amount Won by Them Exceeds 
all Previous Years’ Records and the 
List of Winners Is Larger—Suspicious 
Riding at Guttenburg—Other Turf 
Matters. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Dec. 19.—Below will be 
found a table giving a ‘list of the 2-year-olds 
that won $5,000 and upward on the American 
turf in 1891. As compared to 1887, 1888, 1889 
and i890, the present year shows a very mate- 
rial advancement, the youngsters in the list 
this season having won $285,313 more than 
their rivals in 1887, while they beat the record 
wet sooo 9£08,478, OVEFTOp ext or i809 $14,070, 
and lead 1890 $92,549 in money won. The 
forty-seven in the lst this year won 236 
races, to 167 won by their thirty-seven com- 
petitors tn 1890, 142 won by their thirty-eight 
rivals in 1889, 104 captured hy the twenty- 
eight lucky ones in 1888, and 115 which fell to 
the twenty-two rivals in 1887. The biggest 
winner this year also leads, as His Highness 
has not only beaten the records of the years 
hamed, but he as well hoids the world’s 
record as a winning 22-year-old, having won 
over $27,000 more than Donovan, the biggest 
winning 2-year-old in the history of the 
English turf. In 1887 the largest winner was 
Emperor of Norfolk, with $32,02@ to his credit, 
while in 1888 Proctor Knctt was first, his win- 
nings amounting to $69,760. In 1889 Chaos 
beat his rivals home by taking intocamp 
$63 550, while last year Potomac, with 
$78,640 won, led all his comwetitors. 

The forty-seven star performers of 1891 
are by thirty-five different sires, the only 
American-bred English Derby winner, Iro- 
quols, heading the list with four representa- 
tives—Tammany, Addie, Huron and Minnie 
E. The only other stallions having over one 
representative are Tremont—Dagonet, Fre- 
mont and Tringle; Himyar—Wah Jim, Fara- 
day and Georgia; Imp. Woodlands 
—Ignite and Bashford; Ventilator—Air Piant 
and Air Shaft; Leonatus—Leonawell and 
Rex; Duke of Montrose—Spinaiong and 
Promenade; Imp.

He can never be Governor of Illinois.’’ Hor- 
nish is a temperate man, and free from 
general bad habits. The excitement occa- 
sloned by the shooting has subsided, and the 
many friends of Clark are wishing for his 
speedy recovery. 
IN QUEST OF THE PRESIDENT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 19.—Rev. Dr. 
William Alvin Bartlett, pastor of the New 
York Avenue Presbyterian Church, where 
many public men attend, had a remarkable 
experience with a crank. Upon the conclu- 


sion of the service last Sunday a man came 
up to him ashe stepped from the pulpit and 
told him that he wished tospeaktohim. He 
merely glanced at the man and seeing 
other people waiting to speak to 
him said to the man that he would 
see him presently.

Lieut-Gov. Angers of Quebec Violates 
the Constitution. 


GRAVE FEARS FELT FOR THE FUTURE 
OF THE FRENCH PROVINCE. 


Angersis Obstinate—The Mercier Report 
Merely a Pretext--Tariff War Be- 
tween Canada and Newfoundland—The 
Islanders Are Anxious for Annexation 
—Mr. VanHorne as a Humorist. 


MONTREAL, Dec. 19.—The report of the 
Royal Commission on what the Tory press 
persist in calling ‘‘the Mercier scandal’’ has 
been presented. The dismissal 6f the Minis- 
ter immediately followed. There was before 
the report, however, a complete deadlock 
between the Executive and the Administra- 
tive Departments of the Government caused 
by the arrogant and unconstitutional Attitude 
assumed from the outset by Gov. Angers. 
He refused to sanction the payment of any 
moneys by the Administration. The unpaid 
claims are increasing to an enormous extent. 
The Department of Public Works has 
Suffered more than any other from 
the blockade, which has now lasted nearly 
four months. About $300,000 of subsidies have 
been levied by different railroad companies. 
It is caiculated that over $100,000 has been lost 
to them on account of the stoppage of work 
entailed. One or two of them are stated to 
be on the verge of bankruptey. In some 
cases they have been obliged to borrow at 8 
per cent, and mumerous strikes nave been 
occasioned .through the non-payment of 
wages. The building of the new jail in Mont- 
real, which was to have given employment 
to six or seven hundred men during the fall 
and winter, is not yet begun. The Laval 
Normal School at Quebec City is still in ex- 
istence on paper only. The Department of 
Agriculture and Colonization owes about $20, - 
000 for roads, bridges, etc. 

The other departments suffer similarly, 
and several instances might be given of the 
disastrous results of Angers’ fatuous policy. 
One will suffice. A company of American 
lumbermen were to have obtained a permit 
on the forest lands of Bonaventure County. 
Everything was settled. The order-in-coun- 
cil was passed. Steps were taken to erecta 
mill. But Gov. Angers refused to sign the 
order. The mill, which was to have been one 
of large capacity, has not therefore been 
built. Of course the people in the county are 
highly incensed. 

NEWFOUNDLAND IS SPUNKY. 

The advocates of the Impertal Federation 
fad and of the eqvally utopian Imperial 
Trade League are sore at heart over the tarilf 
war which is at present goingon between 
Canada and Newfoundland. The latest phase 
in the struggle is the promulgation by 
the Newfoundland Government of a law 
imposing duties on imports from Canada. 
These duties are from 50 to 300 per cent higher 
than those imposed on gooas Irom other 
countries. The new duties are placed upon 
Canadian flour, pork, butter, tobacco, kKero- 
sene, cornmeal, hay, oats,potatoes and vari- 
ous other Kinds of vegetables. The minis- 
terial organ at St. Johns, the Newfoundland 
capital, commenting upon the measure,says: 
‘*‘The people of Nowfoundland are pleasea 
with the action ofthe present patriotic Gov- 
ernment in excluding intermeddling and 
officious Canada from Newfoundland’s mar-.- 
kets, particularly from free access to our bait 
fishes. * * * Every fisherman In New- 
foundland now knows that but for 
the stand taken against this Colony by 
the Ottawa Government we should to- 
day be enjoying the tnestimable advantages 
of free trade with the United States. Canada 
deserves no favorable consideration at our 
hands. She has been corrupt at home and 
treacherous toher sister colonies, and the 
feeling in Newfoundland to-day, outside the 
little mercenary Confederation party here, 
is that theless we have todo with her the 
better.’’ The authorities in Ottawa and in 
the British capital may pronounce Newfound- 
land’s policy to be, unconstitutional; but the 
200,000 hardy and placky colonists are deter- 
mined to maintain their rights. Already 
they yearn for annexation to the United 
States. If Newfoundland were one of the 
States of the Republic, Canada would beina 
precarious position. The St. Lawrence River 
is, as it were, the neck of the bottle through 
which Canadian commerce must flow, and 
Newfoundland tsthe natural cork to it. 

The people of Halifax feel very wrothy 
over the action of the Dominion Govern- 
ment, which resulted in Portiand, Me. bein 
made ‘*Canada’s winter port,’’ Instead o 
the capital city of Nova Scotia. At a mass 
meeting of workingmen the other night the 
foliowing resolution was unanlimously 
adopted: ‘*That we protest against, and 
view with the deepest feelings of d!issatisfac- 
tion, the unpatriotic action of the Federal 
Government in lending themselves by their 
niggardliness tothe making of Portiand, Me., 
in the United States, the winter port of Cana- 
da.’’The Board of Trade have also protested. 

Mr. J. Israel Tate, editor and proprietor of 
Le Canadien, through whose efforts in the last 
session of Parllament Sir Hector Langevin 
| was driven out of the Cabinet on account of 
the enormous boodling in this department, 
has removed his journal from Quebec City to 
Montreal, Heis an independent Conserva- 
tive, a determined foe of political corruption 
and a doughty champion of the rights of the 
French population. Inan edltortai he says, 
speaking of his change of location, that it is 
the political crisis which has led him to come 
to Montreal, ‘‘the commercial and industrial 
center of the country.’’'

Van Horne, President of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. wrote a long letter trying to 
convince Canadians that if his railway was, 
by reason of reciprocity in trust between this 
country and the States, compelled tocarry 
large amounts of foreign goods from the 
states to Canada and equally large amounts 
of home goods from Canada to the States to 
pay for them, the company would be ruined. 
To do this he was, of course, ready to make 
such sacrifices as Canadians are asked to 
make, farmers, for instance, who are asked 
to pay high prices for rather 
than buy foreign goods at low rates..Mr. Van 
Horne might have been expected 
the interests of his road b 
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not —— to be in Mr. Van Horne’s vocabu- 

lary, for in this instance, at least, he 

preaches one thing and practices another. 
THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

The separate school question in Manitoba 
seems likelyto stir upsome little strife in 
that district, the recent application to the 
court for a separate Church of England 
school system having drawn attention 
to the whole matter. The by-law 
of the city of Winnipeg levies the amount re- 
quired for school purposes upon members of 
all religious denominations alike, and ft is 
contended that it Is illegal to assess members 
of the Church of Engiand for the support of 
schools which are not under the control of 
that church and in which there are not 
taught the religious exercises prescribed by 
thatchurch. An effort will be made to test 
the legality of this by-law. The whole mat- 
ter tenas to prove that day schools should be 

rfectly unsectarian. The teaching of re- 
igion should be left tothe church and the 
Sunday-school. Parents do not send their 
children to a day school to be instructed 
in religion, but to acquire such knowledge as 
wili fit them for the several walks in life 
which they a@re called apon to fill.

At a Pamous Dancing School—Where 
Prima Ballerinas Are Taught the Art, 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATOHR. 

VIENNA, Dec. 9.—But few people who at- 
tend a ballet, and see the young girls glide 
over the stage in the most difficult steps and 
attitudes have any idea what pains it has 
cost them toacqguire the proficiency neces- 
sary for such a display. 

To become a prima ballerina takes years. 
Eighthours of datl y practice of exhausting 
exercises, continued for years would daunt 
even greater energy and patience than the 
average aspirant can bring to the task. 
seeeenee the Vestris and Taglionis are so 
rare : 

The dancing school of the Vienna Opera- 
house does not make a very favorable im- 
pression on the visitor. It is IMke a large 
GQancing hall only thatthe ceiling is very 
low, the ventilation bad and the floor slanting 
like that of a stage. At both sides of the 
main entrance are dressing-rooms. The walls 
of the dancing hall are without any orna- 
ments whatever, except a few large mirrors, 
and a number of bars fastened to the walls at 
the heignt of the hips, where a number of 
young girlsin scant costume were drilled in 
the fundamental exercises, 

Near by a numberof coryphees were try- 
ing, to the squeaky accompaniment of a 
lonesome fiddle, the steps of an old-fash-

American Plays—Not 


What Discourages a New Writer.

Bronson Howard. 
the real interest of theater-goers in this 
country was centered upon the oid standard 
English drama; with such new works as were 
now andthen produced in London and the 
more brilliant efforts of the French 
dramatists. There was nothing whatever 
in these plays that represented American 
life; merely an occasional burlesque of 
American character in strictly conventional 
forms. A few native plays of American life 
had been successful here; but they had made 
no impression, apparently, on the taste of 
the publicand created no popular demand 
for more work of the same kind. A few 
special native characters, presented Ry 
**star’’ actors, produced a stronger ahd 
more permanent effect; such as Solon 
Shingle, Kit, Col. Sellers, Bardwell Sloate, 
etc. Itis to these single characters, rather 
than to the occasional well-constructed 


the beginning of the new taste for native 
subjects may be credited. 

This sudden change found no body of dra- 
matic writers in this country properly 
equipped and experienced to meet the new 
demands. The result of this has been that 
some of its managers have saved themselves, 
withahard struggle, by having European 
plays ‘‘Americanized’’ as fast as brought 
over. A few have had original native plays 
to offer the public, and fortunes have been 
made by others, unknown before in manage- 
ment, who presented semi-variety perfor- 
mances filled with hits upon American social 
life. Lam not sure that performances of the 
latter kind, such as those of Harrigan and of 
Hoyt, have not been the most important 
contributions, thus far, to the coming 
‘*American Drama.’”’ They are full of neat 
character touches, anditis on native char- 
acter first and artistic construction after- 
wards that a national drama is founded. 

I bave said that this torrent like, sudden 
desire for its own subjects shown by the 
American people isa great phenomenon in 
dramatic history. To see how great 
a phenomenon it is one has only to con- 
sider three facts. First,no mass of human- 
ity solargeandatthe same time so homo- 
geneous and so generally intelligent, has 
ever before existed in history. Second, 
the development of a dramatic impulse 
like this, in any country, has hereto- 
fore been gradual evolution, not a sud- 
den change within fifteen years. Third, 
never before has a great nation at the véry 
dawn of its dramatic interest in itself been 
fully equipped with magnificent theaters in 
every large town; with an immense body of 
actors and actresses competent ;to illustrate 
any phase of human character and the pas- 
sions of the Gay: and with unlimited wealth 
freely offered by capitaliststo produce and 
sustainany theatrical enterprise that prom- 
ises a fair return. Where in the whole his- 
tory of the stage can all these conditions be 
duplicated? 

Now for one thing lacking: A body of dra- 

matic writers sufficient In number, expert- 
ence and talent to meet the sudden and un- 
precedented demand. No foreign writers 
can doit; and if they could, they do not now 
exist. England has been reduced to a very 
few capable dramatists; too few to look after 
the current development of her own national 
character. It looks as if the brilfiant French 
school of this century had exhausted its 
yrotechnics. But it would be useless to 
ook inthis direction, if there were a hun- 
dred good dramatists in Europe for the 
bakers’ dozen that really live to-day. They 
know nothing about America or American 
life; they care as little as they know about It, 
and they have all the contempt for it which 
always accompanies ignorance. 
This question—where are our dramatists 
to meet this great popular demand?—Is one 
that interests, onlyin avery mild way, the 
general American public. . 

They are struggling now against twothings: 

Want of experience. 

Difficulty in getting their manuscripts read 
by managers. 

The young aspirant, who is grinding his 
teeth atthe harrowing dviays he has had in 
finding any one tu so much as open the manu- 
script of his play, will be surprised, perhaps, 
to be told that the greatest difficulty of the 
two above mentioned is the first—want of ex- 

rience. A young man who had succeeded 
n having a play read and produced, once 
told me, with giee, of the opportunity before 
him. Anumber of managers were ready to 
present his next piay, and he had concluded 
a contract with one of them. I congratulated 
him—adding: ‘‘And the play?’’ 

‘*Oh, I haven’t thought of that yet.’’ 

In other words he thought he had overcome 
the chief obstacle when he had the ear of the 
manager. Many a young man with talent 
has suffered, sometimes agp from this 
mistake. Whatever may be the imeulties of 
getting a Manager to read manuscripts, the 
chief difficulty tn the production of a success- 
ful play is the writing of it. 

And let no young writer forget that fact! It 
is the last thing a young . man learns, but we 
older ones have learned it spereeeey- 

This want of experience isa hundred fold 
more an obstacle in this country than in 
France or in any old country, where a school 
of dramatic writing exists and where the 
younger writers avail themselves, almost un- 

ously, of the experience, not only of 
their seniors, but of their , 
Hundreds of petty, but often fatal, errors are 
eradicated in their minds before they attempt 
to write a play. The

Beyond this 
all the young American dramatist can do {s 
to remember that he hasten times as much 
labor before him as a young European 
dramatist has, and to do it. 

Now a few words as?to the second and 
minor ‘‘difficulty:’’ getting manuscripts 
read by managers. 

Let the young writer put out of bis thoughts 
all idea that to get a manager’s attention re. 
Uires ‘‘influence,’’ Influence would un.- 
oubtedly be a very good thing if it tnfiu- 
enced anybody. But the very utmost the re- 
qeees ofa prominent man connected with 
the stage, orof acritic, can do Its to induce 
a manager to take a manuscript fror .« very 
large pile of plays that have been sent in and 
lace it in a somewhat smaller pile, which he 
Opestoread. Of course thjs 1s something; 
but it marks the extreme limit of ‘‘infiu- 
ence,’’ except in very rarecases. I once 
used my own influence with a London man- 
ager so directly and personally that he read a 
play at once. The next time I met him he 
sat on the opposite side of the table at a din- 
her party. Heshook his fist at me over the 
fruit and exciaimed: ‘‘I’ll get even with you 
Some day.’’
